election, a report on the finances of the 
two Overall Progress Party (TOP) Is 
stilt unnvllnblo. 


Michael Valcnza, who served as TOP 


campaign manager, said the report could 
not be released until tho party candi- 
dates give their permission. "Ivo got to 
Ret releases from tho people who wcro 
involved with this thing." ho said. 


In mid-April, however, Valenza said In- 


formation on the parly finances would bo 
available by tho beginning of May. 
TOP treasurer Roberta Krause said yes- 
terday tho financial record of tho cam- 
paign has not been completed because a 
few outstanding checks Itnvo not cleared 
the bank. "I hope maybo they will clear 
by the end of this month's statement," 
site said. 


MILS. KKAUSE said that once the 


checks clear she will turn all the finan- 
cial records over to Valenza. She said 
that while there are records of how much 
the party spent and how much was col- 
lected In donations, she was not at liber- 
ty to provide this Information. 


"That has to como from Mike," she 


said. "That was the arrangement." 


All five candidates on the incumbent 


TOP ticket said they had nothing to do 
with the finances cither during or after 
tho campaign. Tho five said they havo 
not been contacted about releasing tho 
financial Information. 


Evelyn Dions, who was reflected vil- 


lage clerk, said finances were never dis- 
cussed during any of the campaign meet- 
ings she attended. "At the meetings I at- 
tended, I was not asked any questions 
nor was I Involved in any discussion of 
the TOP finances," she said. "I have 
never seen the books in any campaign 
and I have never asked to. I have never 
concerned myself about It." 


Mrs. Dlcns said she knew the contribu- 


tions 
which 
financed 
the campaign 


"came from friends, but I don't know 
what friends." 


TED SCANLON, roclcctcd village pres- 


ident, sold he also was unaware who con- 
tributed to tho campaign. "We were get- 
ting donations, but pinpointing it as to 
who I don't know," he said. 


Al Lang, who ran for trustee on the 


TOP ticket, said he was too busy with 
tho campaign to worry about the fi- 
nances. "I was so darn busy trying to 
win the campaign, I never really thought 
of it," he said. 


Richard Missing, who also ran for 


trustee, said he had no idea how much 
money was spent on tho campaign or 
where tho money came from. "Mike was 
the campaign manager and I never ques- 
tioned It," he said. "1 thought it was in 
pretty good hands." 


The fifth TOP candidate, Bill Heln, 


who was rcclcctcd trustee, also said he 
was not involved with the finances. He 
also said he was too busy campaigning to 
worry about the money part of the elec- 
tion.

Trustee John Kocppcn, chairman of 


the committee, said he will have a full 
report for the village board next Mon- 
day. He said the board members could 
vote to resolve the problem once they 
received the report. 


Calfa, however, said yesterday that it 


was financially impossible to change the 
present driveway system which exits 
onto Redwood Trail. "It's more than just 
blacktoppingi" he said. "Now It's either 
sell or fight. There's no other route." 


PREVIOUSLY, Calfa had said the resi- 


dents had their choice about the drive- 
way system. "Either make the whole 
property a parking lot with two drives 
onto Dundee, or landscape the property 
with the drive onto Redwood," he said 
last week. 


Calfa yesterday reiterated charges that 


the citizens' protest to the driveway was 


politically motivated. He said some of 
the citizens who opposed the drivewa) 
were using the issue for their own politi- 
cal gain. 


Residents have continually mmintalncd 


that there is no political motivation be- 
hind their opposition to the driveway. 
They said they are merely concerned 
that traffic from the building will congest 
their residential streets and will become 
a hazard to small children who live in 
the area. 


Several village officials, however, have 


said that the exit onto Redwood Trail is 
tho safest driveway design for the build- 
ing. The building director and police de- 
partment both reported that a dual drive- 
way onto Dundee Road would cause a 
greater safety hazard than the exit onto 
Redwood Trail. They said there are al- 
ready three exits in the immediate area. 


LT. RONALD NELSON reported that 


the residents could satisfactorily control 
traffic from the building by installing a 
forced rigrt-tum exit. He further sug- 


gested that no parking signs be posted 
along Redwood Trail to prevent visitors 
at the building from parking along resi- 
dential streets. 


The residents objected to this plan, 


saying there was not enough traffic to 
keep exiting vehicles from backing up af- 
ter leaving the lot and proceeding down 
Redwood Trail. They also said the no 
parking signs would deprive residents oE 
parking in front of their homes. 


Trustee Al Lang agreed with the resi- 


dents, saying that the forced right hand 
turn exit could not be compared to the 
one recently installed at Wickcs Furni- 
ture. He further noted that the board 
would be setting a dangerous precedent 
if they allowed Calfa to deviate from his 
original plans. 


"If we go along with something like 


this, we're going to be setting a very bad 
precedent," he said. "When he came be- 
fore the board, he said exit and entrance 
on Dundee Road, and that should be the 
end of it."

North Western becoming a dangerous training ground for summer mischief

"Sure, the North Western experiences 


vandalism during the summer like any 
other public service utility. But we havo 
10,000 miles of commuter and freight 
track to police 24 hours a day and that's 
not cosy," said James McDonald, direc- 
tor of Public Affairs for tho Chicago and 
North Western Transportation Co. 


ALTHOUGH vandalism persists each 


summer, it occurs in "crazy cycles 
where a rash of it occurs and then it 
subsides for a while. There's no real way 
to forecast It," said McDonald. 


For that reason, tho Chicago and North 


Western has Its own police force, special 
agents, track Inspectors and ether repre- 
sentatives who keep constant surveil- 
lance of the tracks and the Chicago and 
North Western Transportation Co. prop- 
erty. 


"One of tho major problems we're hav- 


ing is that kids are tampering with the 
switches on tho tracks. Even when the 
switches are locked, tho vandals will 
break tho locks and jam a switch," the 
director said. 


In order to prevent the switches being

IIUOII MUNCY, president of the Retail 


Merchant* Association of Illinois, said,

Tho association representative 
Mill meet in Washington with the Cost of 
Living Council to sort out the new price 
freeze rule*, he said special meetings of 
the Initial guidelines are being made. 


"Our greatest concern Is tho price lists 


— when Uicsc should bo made avail- 
able," snld Muncy. According to an- 
nouncement by President Nixon last 
week, a maximum 60-day freeze on 
prices is based on tho June 1 through 
June R period. A listing of prices for this 
period must bo made available by retai- 
lers to interested consumers, and a sign 
must bo posted to inform customers of 
this list.

BOB SHELKOP, owner of the Shelkop 


TV service In Arlington Heights, said 
he's received no Information on price 
freeze compliance. Moat consumers have 
accepted recent price increases "as a 
matter of course," ho says. Despite re- 
cent portable TV price increases, many 
items are selling at the same price levels 
aa 1872, he said. 


No new compliance rules have been re- 


ceived yet at the Foyers clothing store in 
Woodflcld mall, Schaumburg, according 
to manager Allen Zimmerman. Base 
price lists were previously made avail- 
able as required, he sold, but not many 
customers were concerned enough to 
request the information. "If they find 
that our price is different from another 
store, for the same dress, they can ask 
about it," ho says. This could be ex- 
plained by the varying profit margin a 
retailer gains on a sale, ho said. Prices 
for coats and leather goods arc expected 
to rise this fall, Zimmerman said. 


Price-freeze information was reported 


as unavailable by an Office Supply firm 
in Rolling Meadows, the Sherwin Wil- 
liams Co. store in Mount Prospect and 
the Maple Pharmacy in DCS Plalncs. 
Dave Kirkham, manager of the local 


Sherwin Williams store, said price in- 
creases could be coming next September 
as a result of labor and raw product cost 
increases. 


Muncy predicts, however, "What we'll 


find when the Phase 3% ends is some 
very tight controls.

Although some of the railroad track 


that runs through Chicago is elevated 
and fenced in, much of the track in the 
suburbs and rural areas Ls easily acces- 
sible, lying on low ground, unprotected. 


"It's impossible to fence In 10,000 miles 


of track hi 11 states. Most of that track Is 
used by freight trains In our ssytem be- 
cause our only commuter trains run 
from the suburbs into Chicago. 


"We've tried to put fences up but ev- 


eryone screams and yells. People are 
used to taking short cuts across the 
tracks and they don't like us putting 
them up so they cut holes in them and 
even steal the entire fence," McDonald 
said. 


BESIDES THE shattering of train win- 


dows by rock throwing, rare instances of 
rock piling on the tracks also occurs. 
However, tremendous amount of damage 
takes place in the train stations. 


"Kids used to go into the station toilets 


with a sledge hammer and bust up the 
crockery, or they'd use minor explosives 
to blow the toilets up. That's why most of 
the toilets In the stations have pay locks 
on them now. Kids won't pay money just 
to get Into n toilet and destroy it," 
McDonald noted.

placed lit matches into chewed \ ids of 
bubble gum and threw them up to the 
celling or the station where they would 
stick and burn. 


"We've worked hard at building up our 


suburban service and we're proud of it,"

nore the everyday damages in railroad- 
ing. Although we have more freight 
trains, more of the damage is done to the 
commuter trains in the metropolitan 
areas. 


"This kind of damage just cannot be 


expected in the city of Chicago. The sub- 
urbs have grown considerably. Everyone

plant's ventilation system.

ance costs for nearby plants and homes 
if they resulted from their proximity to 
his operation. 


According to Lueders, the seller of the 


property in the industrial park had fully 
explored Sunnyside's impact on further 
development and found that the firm 
woul not increase the insurance rates of 
nearby firms.

would allow Sunnyside to store flam- 
mable solvents and oils in underground 
tanks and to process these liquids from 
above-ground tanks. 


Scanlon said he had researched the

"One gallon 
of gasoline with the right mixture is 
more dangerous than what you are mix- 
ing," he said.

Las Haciendas development 
gets zoning board approval 


Another chunk of land in northeast 


Palatine Township was rezoncd for 
apartments this week, when Cook County 
commissioners gave their final approval 
to the 2C-acrc Las Haciendas devel- 
opment. 


Property on two sides of the newest 


development has already been rezoncd 
for apartments, Including Ivy Glen 
apartments, the Kassuba Trace apart- 
ments and Hidden Creek apartment con- 
dominium project. Las Haciendas is in 
the northeast corner of the Hicks-Nichols 
Road intersection. It Is west of the Rte. 
5.1 right-of-way and south of the Lake- 
Cook county line. 


Las Haciendas Is being constructed by 


Ornoff Associates Inc., a Chicago real es- 
tate and building firm. 


The California "mission-style" build- 


ings will l>o two stories tall, with one, 
two and three-bedroom units, according 
to Arnold Ornoff, who testified at the 
April zoning hearing for the project. 


LONG GKOVE officials and residents 


had opposed the new development, fear- 
ing it would bring considerably more 
traffic to their village north of Las Ha- 
ciendas. 


The county zoning board of appeals 


overruled the objection by recommend- 
ing that the county commissioners ap- 
prove the necessary zoning change. 


The development will have 44 buildings 


with eight units each. As condominium 
apartments, the 14 one-bedroom units 
will sell for $28,000, with two-bedroom 
units costing between $33,000 and $39,000. 
Three-bedroom apartments will sell for 
$43,000 to $44,000, according to Ornoff es- 
timates.

Bluejays, residents reach 
uneasy peace after spat

An uneasy peace has settled on the 200 


block of South Elmhurst Avenue in 
Mount Prospect following a weekend 
skirmish between a pair of bluejays and 
neighborhood residents. 


David Richter, 207 S. Elmhurst Ave., 


who reported the birds' harassment of 
passcrsby, said the feathered pair is 
"still flying around and squawking." 


"They're still nasty birds — they're 


out there just flying around," he said. "I 
just talked to the guy next door and he 
said they've been bothering his dog." 


A public works crew barricaded a sec- 


tion of the sidewalk Friday after Richter 
called Mount Prospect police to report 
the problem. 


"THE BIRDS haven't attacked any- 


body lately," Richter said. "Of course, 
nobody's been out there, either." 


While the physical attacks by the birds 


have slackened. Richter has come un- 
der verbal fire from friends. 


"You should hear some of the com- 


ments they've made. They think I'm 
some kind of nut," he said. 


Richter continues to be unimpressed 


with the nesting instinct of the bluejays, 
who settled in a large elm tree near the 
parkway in front tt his home. 


"They're still pretty rotten," he said. 
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A NEW STOP SIGN at Schoenbeck and Hintz 
roads, just ouisido Wheeling, has caught many 
driven off-guard.

The resolution will be mailed today to 


the Federal 
Aviation Administration 


(FAA), the Chicago Airport Authority 
and local congressmen. 


When asked If he expected shutdown of 


tho runway, Dchrcl said, "I'm not going 
to try this In the newspaper before they 
receive the resolution. 


"THE FACT THAT a cargo plane 


came in without glldcscopc and hit the 
wires indicates It's an unsafe runway," 
tho mayor said. With glldcscope, "at 
least people will have a reasonable as- 
surance of safety." 


Airport and airline officials disagreed 


yesterday on use of the runway and 
benefit of tho sound system. 


Mrs. Marjoric Krlz, an FAA spokes- 


man, contended that the glldcscope sys- 
tem Is not needed at 22-R because the 
runway is "used Infrequently. The FAA 
would not allow landings If the system In 
use was not safe." 


Mrs. Kriz said the runway only is used 


"when the wind is from the southwest. 
That could mean once a month or every 
day of the month If the wind Is from that 
direction." 


Although FAA officials contend that 


takcnffs and landings over the Northwest 
suburbs arc not more frequent than in 
other areas, one monthly "runway utili- 
zation log" shows 22-R ranking 4th of 14 
runways In number of landings. 


"THE GLIDESCOPE system hasn't 


been installed because the runway Isn't 
in constant use," Mrs. Kriz said. "It's 
been suggested. The FAA has had the 
plan for sometime but It takes time to 
engineer and it takes money. I can't say 
when It will be Installed." 


"That's not to say that one system Is 


better than tho other," she said. "It just 
means that one works with lights, the oth 
cr with sound." 


O'Harc pilots favor the glide scope sys- 


tem, sold Richard Schultz, region 3 safe- 
ty officer for tho Airlines Pilot Assn.

"VASI Is a good system but you must 


be able to sec It to use It," Schultz said. 


Tho DC-8, owned by Airlift Inter- 


national Inc., was landing in rain "so 


hard we couldn't hear the plane," a wit- 
ness said Friday. 


AIR OFFICIALS theorize that the 


plane, in its final approach to O'Hare, hit 
a downdraft and was attempting to pull 
from the oirpocket when It clipped the 


static wires which protects powerlines 
from lightning. 


"In Inclement weather and a down- 


draft, neither system would have done 
much good," Schultz said. 


The plane landed safely at O'Harc and 


no Injuries were reported. Some power 
was restored 20 minutes after the wires 
were downed, but other residents of Des 
Plalnes, Park Ridge, Rosemont and 
northwest Chicago were without elec- 
tricity for two hours.

Republican legislators arc predicting 


flntly that n now funding plan for a six- 
county metropolitan maw transit plan 
proposed by Gov. Daniel Walker Monday 
will never get off the ground. 


Rep. Donald L. Tottcn. It-Hoffman Es- 


tates, a member of the House Trans- 
portation Committee, declared yesterday 
that the mas* transit bill that will 
emerge — In one form or another — Is 
the ono agreed to by the Republican 
leadership and sponsored 
by House 


Speaker W. Hobcrt Blair, It-Forest Pork. 


Tottcn, who spent most of yesterday In 


conference with Illolr, expects to In- 
troduce two amendments to that bill to- 
day to make It more palatable to some 
reluctant Republicans. 


TIIK FIILST amendment would give 


suburban members of the Cook County 
Hoard of Commissioners unchallenged 
authority In appoint the two members of 
the nine-man regional transit board who 
will represent suburban Cook County. 
Tot t e n ' s amendment would require 
JiKrecment of four of the flvo suburban 
county commissioners on the appoint- 
ments, and would remove the veto power 
of the county board president which Is 
included in the present Dlnlr proposal. 


The second Tottcn amendment would 


Klvo the transit authority the power to 
MIM? existing taxes or levy now taxes In 
future years, with the consent of the vot- 
ers In referendum. 


Tottcn said that future estimates show 


n widening gap between costs and reve- 


nue for the Chicago Transit Authority, 
which would bo under jurisdiction of the 
regional authority. 


Giving Independent bodies control over 


future taxes — and thus abandoning Its 
own prerogative — Is usually an ana- 
thema to the legislature. But Tottcn said 
this provision Is being well received In 
Springfield, because It would prevent the 
CTA from passing the buck to the legis- 
lature and coming back every two years 
for more money. 


"It also would force accountability for 


tax money on the people who run the 
mass transit system," he said. 


TOTTEN ECHOED charges by Blair 


that the Walker proposal appeared to be 
a "sellout to Mayor Daley," but admitted 
perplexity over the terms outlined by tho 
governor. Republicans charged that the 
organization of the authority (a seven- 
member board, rather than a nine-mem- 
ber board) would give effective control 
to Chicago representatives. 


However, he said, the Walker plan Is 


weighted toward financing through an In- 
crease In utility taxes. "I don't see how 
Daley could live with that," he said. 


Walker's proposal specifically ruled 


out use of Income, property or general 
sales tax for financing of mass transit. 
He did Include the possibility of a park- 
Ing or gasoline tax. 


The Blair plan calls for reduction of 


the state sales tax by one-half cent in the 
09 other counties of the state, and reten- 
tion of that half-cent in the six-county

TIIH SITUATIONS Involving these two

They have been caught up in 
problems Involving politics, personality 
iiml orgnnUntlon. 


The facts In Warden's case arc pretty 


obvious. Ono of tho district's principals 
li.-ul come under fire and it turned out he

Add to that the persistent nimor that 


2(! wanted 
In In- .su|K>rlntendent and was under- 
tinning Warden ami It Incomes clear that 
ho had plenty of problems from the be- 
ginning. 


FOR AWHILE the same grapevine 


that carried news of Warden's troubles 
made it sound as though Jim Ervlti was 
headed In the same direction. His prob- 
lems go back to 1069 and Supt. Thomas, 
tho fellow who was fired after he reas- 
signed Warden. 


Ervlti didn't come to Dist. 59 until 


1970, but the firing of Thomas resulted In 
a division within the district. Some felt 
Thomas was tho best thing any school 
district could have happen; others, in- 
cluding the board majority that fired 
him, felt he was no bargain. 


Ervlti was criticized almost from the 


beginning by Thomas' friends. He Is a 
blunt man; has offended a lot of people 
who were accustomed to school officials 
who were sweetly politic in what they 
say. 


In recent months the rumors of Er- 


vlti's departure have been more and 
more widespread. One day before tho 
April board election the board held a 
special meeting to give him a raise — 
and voted 4-3 In favor of it — a bad sign. 


THINGS GOT more complicated when 


newly reflected board member Judy 
Zancn protested later that tho meeting 
had been illegal. She and two new board 
members had just been elected and 
apparently Mrs. Zanca thought she 
might have enough votes to overturn tho 
raise. 


Finally word leaked out that the board 


had made a deal. Ervlti would be given a 
raise with the understanding he would 
find another job within two years. 


That isn't exactly what happened Mon- 


day night when tho board finally did 
reaffirm tho raise. Tho board, in a 4-1 
vote approved on eight per cent raise 
and extended Ervitl's contract until July 
I, 197G. Board members said this was a 
vote of confidence and would usher In a 
new era of cooperation in the district. 


Whether that happens or not remains 


to be seen. The split In the power struc- 
ture In DLst. 59 is deep and goes back to 
1969. Whatever deal has been made on 
Ervitl's contract may not be enough to 
heal the wounds — especially when you 
consider that Judy Zanca was con- 
spicuously absent from the meeting Mon- 
day nlgrt. 


POLITICAL BATTLES between super- 


intendents and school boards can bo an 
Interesting spectator sport, as these nar- 
ratives show. However, as residents of a 
district watch the fireworks, there is one 
thing they should keep In mind. 


The stakes In the political wars usually 


Involve who will run the school system. 
So, while the fights make interesting 
viewing, residents of the district should 
remember they aren't entirely specta- 
tors, they arc also either beneficiaries or 
victims.

ON THE subject of mass trans- 


portation, U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, 
R-12th, has called for a federal revenue- 
sharing program of up to $3 billion to be 
given to state and local governments to 
aid mass transit systems. 


Crane proposed the revenue-sharing 


plan — with spending authority removed 
from federal bureaucrats — as an al- 
ternative to diversion of money from the 
Highway Trust Fund, which has been re- 
jected by the U.S. House. 


While recognizing the need for aid to 


mass transit, Crane said that money 
spent on tax-supported programs should 
be paid by the users, as is the case with 
the Highway Trust Fund. Any surplus in 
such a fund should be used to reduce the 
tax, not to finance other programs, he 
said. 


Crane added that a similar users' tax 


should be the basic means of financing 
mass transit needs. But the inability of 
mass transit systems to raise adequate 
funds from such a tax make the federal 
revenue sharing necessary, he declared.

The Doctor Says...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Psychological stress can disturb heart functioning 


Dear Dr. Lamb — After an exam- 


ination and chest X-ray, my doctor says 
I have "psychophysiological cardiovascu- 
lar reaction with thoracic pain." Now 
just what is this? What nature of heart 
problem could this be? 


Dear Reader — It wouldn't be possible 


for me to verify your doctor's diagnosis, 
and since the diagnosis is a general 
term, I can't be too specific. However, 
the term implies that he doesn't think 
you have any structural changes in your 
heart, such as hardening of the arteries 
or coronary artery disease or changes in 
the heart valve or other problems due to 
changes In the heart itself. Rather, he 
thinks whatever problems you have are 
related to psychological stresses. Com- 
monly this means emotional stress and 
tension that, in your case, apparently 
causes chest pains since that's what tho- 
racic pain means. 


Not every chest pain is heart pain, and 


even certain irregularities of the heart 
can be caused by psychological stress. 
The medicines that you mentioned your 
physician has prescribed are those which 
are commonly used to help individuals 
with these types of problems, as opposed 
to structural changes in the heart. You 
should also realize that the diagnosis 
means that your doctor doesn't think that 
you have the kind of heart disease that 
would ordinarily cause a heart attack, 
heart failure, or other such problems. 


Your question is an important one, and 


I'm personally convinced one of the as- 
pects of treating a person with chest pain 
or disturbed function of the heart and 
circulatory system related to pqycholo- 
gical stress is to reassure him that noth- 
ing is wrong with his heart. This helps 
him focus on the true problem, and helps 


New Social Security law 
Restriction eased for blind 
to receive disability pay 


The new Social Security law makes it 


easier for blind people to get monthly 
disability payments, according to Nor- 
man R. Thoresen, manager of the Arling- 
ton Heights Social Security office. 


"Blind people still have to have credit 


for work under Social Security but it no 
longer has to be for recent work," Thore- 
sen said. 


To be eligible for payments previously, 


blind people generally had to have 
worked five years of the 10 years before 
they became disabled by blindness. 
"Now they can be paid benefits if they 
worked long enough on jobs covered by 
Social Security at any time." 


"Under the new law," he said, "a man 


of 42 who goes blind this year may get 
benefits if he has only five years of work. 
It doesn't matter when he earned the 
f 


credit. Previously, he could not get bene- 
fits unless the five years of work was 
during the 10 years before he became 
blind." 


Social Security pays monthly disability 


benefits to eligible workers and their 
families if the worker is under 65, sev- 
erely disabled, and cannot work for a 
year or more. Tho average payment to 
disabled workers (including blind people) 
is $179 a month. 


To meet the definition for blindness in 


the social disability insurance program, 
you must have 20/200 vision or less In the 
better eye with the use of a correcting 
lens — or visual field of 20 degrees or 
less. 


About 30,000 blind persons became eli- 


gible for monthly Social Security pay- 
ments under the new law.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Can you please de- 


fine the word costochondritls and explain 
what it is? 


Dear Reader — Costo refers to the 


ribs. The spaces between the ribs are the 
intercostal spaces. The arteries along 
each rib are called the intercostal ar- 
teries. Chondro refers to cartilage, 
whether it's located in the knee or in the 
chest. The connections between the bony 
ribs and sternum are made of cartilage. 
The area where they join Is called costo- 
chondral junctions. Whenever "Itis" is 
used in medicine, it 
means in- 


flammation. 


So, simply expressed, costochondritis 


means inflammation where the bony ribs 
join the cartilage at the front of the chest 
along the rib cage. It can cause localized 
tenderness and pain. The cause for the 
inflammation is usually not understood 
and probably occurs for a variety of rea- 
sons. 


One of the most important points about 


it is to recognize that when these areas 
of the rib cage are involved over the 
front of the chest that it does not mean 
heart disease. Sometimes the difficulty 
goes away on its own and other times the 
area is injected with novacaine or other 
medicines to help relieve pain and the 
inflammatory reaction, if the condition is 
severe enough to warrant that.

Walker's road program 
largest in state history 


SPRINGFIELD (UPI) - Gov. Daniel 


Wnlkcr yesterday announced a $624 mil- 
lion roml-biilldlnK program for fiscal 1974 
iintl dubbed It the biggest In tho state's 
history and the largest In the nation this 
ycur. 


Tlio plan calls for $-191,4 million In 


work on slate roads. Of that amount, 
$171.1) million will go for Interstate high- 
ways and $310.0 million will be allocated 
to nonlntcrstfltc projects, Including the 
supplemental freeway system, for which 
$1.11.1 million is earmarked. 


Tho remaining $132.5 million will go for 


projects In Chicago and Cook County and 
for county and municipal work on which 
the state will award the contracts, Walk- 
er said. 


He told n news conference the plan Is 


"the largest highway construction and 
improvement program In the state's his- 
tory and the largest In tho nation this 
year." 


lloWKVEIt. SKC. of Transportation 


Lnnghorne M. Bond estimated that, be- 
cniiic of the time lag Involved In getting 
rnnd projects started, only about 20 to 30 
per cent of the $fi24 million will actually 
be spent during fiscal 1974. Dut he point- 
ed out that work Is already In progress 
on $Mf» million contracts let under pre- 
vious road programs. 


"TliLi massive program reflects my 


pledge to assign a high priority to tho 
Improvement and replacement of our 
existing Inadequate highways," Walker 
told a news conference. 


"Ever since my walk through tho stato 


I have been very much aware of the 
great discontent among the people of Illi- 
nois about their roads." 


Walker said his plan lays primary em- 


phasis on improvement of "our home-to- 
work, farm-to-market roads" — with 
twice as much money allocated to such 
arteries as during the previous year. The 
governor said some 646 miles of such 
highways will be marked for improve- 
ments, Including widening for 322 miles. 


ON THE supplemental freeway sys- 


tem, Walker said, "I want to recmpha- 
size my statement of last week that we 
intend to proceed with the entire 1,930- 
mile freeway system as funds become 
available." Ho said, however the $131.2 
million called for In his new program 
will cover only 81 miles of the system. 


He did not specify when the new con- 


tract Idlings for the supplemental free- 
way system will come. 


Tho interstate program, the governor 


said, will Include work on Interstatcs 55, 
57. 72 and 474. 


Other projects included In the pro- 


gram, ho said, range from local bridge- 
building work to a new, $10.4 million pro- 
gram for removing billboards from state 
highway right-of-way. 


This Is the first year the road program 


has been placed on a fiscal year basis. 
Tho 1072 program officially expired Dec. 
.11, 1972, although work proceeded be- 
tween then and now on contracts already 
let.

Some helpful hints for pool owners 


by NANCY COWGER 


Blood-red water In a swimming pool is 


no clue that a murder has been com- 
mitted. Instead, It probably means there 
is too much Iron in the water. 


The color can be removed by adding 


muriatic acid, but the user must wear 
rubber gloves and cap the container im- 
mediately after dosing the pool. 


Shredded newspaper can transform a 


swimming pool Into a spaghetti bowl. 
The paper noodles are uncanny in their 
ability to escape the vacuum suction. 


But a little aluminum sulfate on the 


top of the water will bind the paper Into 
heavy masses that sink to the bottom. 
Then they stop floating in the water 
movement caused by the vacuum. 


JOHN SCIIULTZ, sanitary engineer 


with the Cook County Department of San- 
itation, makes his living Inspecting pub- 
lic swimming pools and advising their 
owners of ways to deal with unusually 
stubborn problems. 


Working with pools full-time, Schultz 


has picked up some pointers he's happy 
to pass along to the owners of private 
backyard pools. 


Schultz spoke recently to a group of 


homeowners and two of the what-to-do 
questions he answered dealt with red wa- 
ter and floating newspaper. Another 
came from a woman who was taking 
over a neighbor's pool and fighting a los- 
ing battle with algae. She had fresh, 
clear water from the thighs up, she said, 
but it was murky green the rest of the 
way down. 


Another troubled pool owner had 


cloudy water, and had tried everything 
in the book to make it clear and spar- 
kling again. It still was cloudy. 


Many of Schultz's listeners seemed 


baffled by the array of chemicals pool 
dealers had advised them to use, not 
knowing when to use one and when to 
use another. 


Schultz tried to clear up their con- 


fusion, as well as the water in their 
pools. 


ONE CARDINAL rule he repeated like 


a catechism is that the pool owner should 
follow instructions exactly. Pool chem- 
icals like chlorine are "potent stuff," he 
said, and misuse of them can be fatal to 
swimmers. 


When pools are not emptied for the 


winter, the water is thick with algae 
when tho cover Is removed in the spring, 
Schultz said. Algae is a plant that grows 
in water, and it "takes elbow grease and 
chlorine" to get rid of it, he said. He 
advised pool owners to flush the hoses in 
their filters often while treating the al- 
gae, to sweep the sides and bottom of tho 
pool to loosen the algae and to vacuum 
It. 


Northwest suburban communities have 


a lot of iron, calcium, copper and mag- 
nose in their water because the water 
source is wells, Schultz said. This creates 
the red or brownish discoloration. Other 
minerals are added as the water flows 
throuyh pipes, ho said. 


Muriatic acid works on the minerals to 


remove them from the water. 


New algae can grow in pool water in 


sufficient amounts to turn the water 
murky again in three days. Discoloration 
con form suddenly, within a two-hour pe- 
riod, Schultz said. Copper sulphate, or 
more chlorine, will kill it In about 24 
hours, although a complete kill may take 
as long as 48 hours. To remove the dead 
plant life, he recommended chlorine, 
which burns the algae from the water. 
For pools with porous liners or rough 
concrete sides that pick up and hold al- 
gae more than smooth side walls, he 
urged a super chlorination, as much as 
10 times the amount Instructed. 


BACTERIA IS another problem in pool 


water, said Schultz, who said it can come 
from perspiration, hair lotions, salivation 
or children reluctant to leave the water 
to use the bathroom. 


"This Is why you've got to chlorinate 


nt one part per million," he said, urging 
the pool owners to use testing kits that 
register readings in figures, not by color 
comparisons. Some kits have chemicals 
that change color according to chlorina- 
tion levels and provide a color chart to 
match for a reading. These are not accu- 
rate enough, Schultz said. 


Chlorine is not the only thing that must 


be regulated, Schultz said. Another is 
Ph, or the balance between acid and al- 
kali In the water. "You want a little de- 
gree of alkaline," Schultz said, adding 
7.2 to 7.6 Ph readings provide "the best 
kill" of bacteria. If the reading goes to 
8.0, the alkali is too strong and there is 
"very little kill," said Schultz. A high 
reading also causes cloudy water, he 
said. 


The pool owner can lower the Ph by 


adding muriatic acid or sodium blsulfate. 
In a backyard pool, the owner will rarely 
need to raise the Ph. 


SCHULTZ DISPUTED a belief of 


many pool users when he said "chlorine 
normally won't bother your eyes — gen- 
erally it's the Ph that irritates the eyes." 
If swimmers complain of irritation, he 
said, it's a signal to check the Ph level, 
and probably reduce it. 


While chlorine is a cleaning agent, it 


can also make a pool dirty, because it is 
carried on bits of calcium. Automatic 
chlorinators remove the calcium, but 
pool owners without the automatic device 
can remove it too, he said. Rather than 
just pouring the chlorine directly into the 
pool, Schultz advised them to dissolve it 
first in a bucket of water. The chlorine 
will be released into the water, while the 
calcium sinks to the bottom, he said. The 
owner can then pour the chlorinated wa- 
ter off the top, and take chlorine read- 
Ings from the pool at 15 minute intervals 
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to know when he has reached the right 
amount. 


Chlorine demand — the rale at which 


chlorine is used up — Increases when the 
pool is in use, said Schultz. That is why 
automatic chlorinators are advisable, al- 
though they need not be expensive. He 
told his listeners how to make them, us- 
ing a plastic bottle, a piece of windshield 
wiper hose and a valve. Drill a hole in 
the bottom of the container and insert 
the hose, he suggested. Control the 
amount of release from the hose with the 
valve, which -is available in hardware 
stores, he said. Then hang the container 
full of chlorine above the water, allowing 
a steady constant drip. 


While the ideal chlorine level is one 


part chlorine to one million parts water, 
it can be allowed to increase to 1.5 parts 
chlorine, he said. It should never drop 
below one, he advised. 


SCIIULTZ ADVISED pool owners to 


leave their filters running 24 hours per 
day, except in electric, storms or while 
they are on vacations. "It is false econo- 
my to turn your filter off," he said. He 
also suggested draining a pool each 
spring, to allow thorough cleaning of the 
sides and bottom. 


Schultz provided addresses for two 


booklets pool owners can request at no 
cost, both which he said would be ex- 
tremely helpful. 


For a book titled "Chlor-Fax," persons

Saccharine ban 
is premature 


Tn what can best bo termed pro- 


cipitnnt action, the U.S. Food and 
D r u g Administration 
recently 


sought to ban use of the artificial 
sweetener, saccharin. 


The action was proposed because 


of mi FDA study which purportedly 
established a link between ex- 
cessive use of saccharin and can- 
cer. Evidence of a similar link in 
lOfin led to an FDA ban on another 
artificial sweetener, cyclamate. 


Both FDA moves were based on 


nn explicit law which prohibits use 
In foods of any substance which 
produces cancer in man or animals 
by cither ingostlon or injection. 


Although more than a dozen 


studies have been conducted on 
saccharin, only two — the recent 
FDA study and an earlier one fi- 
nanced by the International Sugar 
Research Foundation — linked It 
with cancer. 


The FDA undertook a series of 


nnimnl tests which Involved feed- 
ing 700 white rats varying amounts 
of saccharin for up to two years. 
Among SO rats receiving the heavi- 
est dosage of saccharin, seven de- 
veloped bladder cancers. These 
rats had consumed a daily diet that 
contained 7.5 per cent saccharin — 
roughly the equivalent, for a hu- 
man consumer, of 1,300 bottles of 
diet soft drink every day for two 
years. 


Indeed. It staggers the Imagina- 


tion to consider any human con- 
suming 1..100 bottles of diet soft 
drink every day for two years. A 
possible cancer might be the least 
nf the bladder problems created by 


such excess. 


Obviously, ANY substance taken 


in massive amounts can be harm- 
ful to the human system. 


Significantly, the FDA study did 


not determine the extent to which 
the animal tumors were caused by 
saccharin Itself, by some chemical 
contaminant in the saccharin or in 
the experimental animals' food or 
water. 


Many scientists are persuaded 


that both tests linking the sweet- 
ener with cancer were unsound and 
inconclusive. Pressure from the 
scientific community has com- 
pelled the FDA to delay its ban or- 
der, pending a full review and re- 
port by the National Academy of 
Sciences. 


We welcome such a move. If 


there is firm evidence of a cancer 
link with saccharin, the FDA 
should move to ban its use by the 
public. But such a complex, widely 
disputed 
and under-researched 


question can be resolved only by 
careful and proper scientific study. 


The outcome will be of special 


importance to the nation's four 
million diabetics as well as mil- 
lions of overweight Americans who 
now depend upon saccharin as the 
only remaining sugar substitute on 
the market. 


For these citizens, there appears 


no need for hysteria over a cancer 
risk at this stage. The FDA itself 
has assured the average adult that 
he can safely drink as many as 
seven 12-ounce cans of diet soda 
daily or use 60 standard quarter- 
grain saccharin tablets. 


Fading cabarets

lishment." 


Add to this the emergence of a 


society in which the double stan- 
dard of the middle class has fallen 
victim to The Pill, in which those 
who violate moral standards are 
no longer ostracized, in which the 
major theaters deal with themes 
formerly regarded as taboo and in 
which there are no censors poking 
through novels. 


In such a society, there's little 


need for the "liberating laughter" 
of the cabaret 


Union's voting 


A recent survey by the Opinion 


Research Corp. of Princeton, N.J., 
disclosed the not-so-surprlsing fact 
that 83 per cent of the general pub- 
lic, as indicated by a nationwide 
probability sample, favors a law 
that would require a secret ballot 
before workers go out on strike. 


Among union members, how- 


ever, the figure was 86 per cent in 
favor of such a law. 


The survey was conducted for 


the Business Roundtnble, an or- 
ganization of business executives 
which seeks, among other things, 


to improve labor-management re- 
lations. 


Union members were also just 


slightly behind the total U.S. public 
— 81 per cent compared with 83 
per cent — in favoring a law re- 
quiring a secret ballot to find out if 
workers want to stay out in a strike 
that has not been settled after 60 
days. 


By 74 per cent and 66 per cent 


respectively, union members and 
public favor a law requiring a se- 
cret ballot by employes to deter- 
mine if they want a union to repre- 
sent them.

'Wheat deal' hearing comes next 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Clark Mollcnhoff, a

WASHINGTON, D. C. - The Senate 


Permanent Investigating Subcommittee 
will conduct hearings on the con- 
troversial "wheat deals" to Russia that 
may be only slightly less devastating to 
the Nixon Administration than the Wa- 
tergate hearings. 


Chairman Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 


has investigators now developing new 
evidence for hearings in the late summer 
or early fall on the grain sales that even 
administration officials now concede In- 
volved monumental blunders. 


These governmental officials admit U. 


S. consumers and farmers are paying a 
high price for the deals which involved 
blatant election-year political gimmickry 
by the Nixon Administration. 


t 


Increased foreign sales of farm com- 


modities could have been handled in a 
manner that did not upset the entire 
commodity market, dislocate the U. S, 
transportation system, stimulate rises In 
domestic food prices and pay the Soviet 
Union hundreds of millions of dollars In 
subsidies for buying products that they 
desperately needed. 


If President Nixon survives the Water- 


gate hearings, the investigation of politi- 
cal pressures on the commodity deals 
could add significant new political woes. 


Partisan political gain was one of the 


overriding considerations In the grain 
sales and the advice of subordinates with 
the competence to be wary of such a 
large transaction was disregarded, ac- 
cording to White House sources. 


Aware now of the high degree of politi- 


cal vulnerability in the face of current 
rising food costs and chaotic market con- 
ditions, the White House is preparing to 
make Agriculture Secretary Earl Butz 
the scapegoat for political policies that 


had their origins in the White House. 


Several government committees have 


made minor investigations of the wheat 
deals and the Nixon Administration also 
has investigated itself. But on the whole, 
these probes have been a cover-up in 
much the same way the early In- 
vestigations of Watergate were cover- 
ups. 


Obvious false testimony was given in 


the superficial investigation by the 
House Agriculture Committee but wit- 
nesses were not put under oath nor were 
stories challenged. 


The General Accounting Office (GAO) 


is in the midst of an investigation but has 
had to labor without subpoena power.and 
against the opposition of the Commodity 
Exchange Authority Administration, Alex 
Caldvvell and other Agriculture Depart- 
ment officials. 


The Permanent Investigating Subcom- 


mittee has a reputation for tough thor-

oughness developed over the last 20 
y e a r s and highlighted by Its In- 
vestigations of labor rackets, the multi- 
billion-dollar blunders on the TFX war- 
plane contract and more recently the 
multl-milllon-dollar Vietnam Club scan- 
dals and the subsequent cover-ups by the 
Army. 


That committee reputation was gained 


under the chairmanship of Senator John 
L. McClcllan, D-Ark., but Senator Jack- 
son, a potential Democratic presidential 
candidate, does not intend to let the re- 
putation slip. 


At this stage, the blundering of the ad- 


ministration in paying more than $140 
million in wheat subsidies is admitted. 
These subsidies allowed the Russians to 
buy our grain at artificially low prices 
even as the sales resulted in sharp rises 
In the prices that American food com- 
panies had to pay for grain. 


Even at this stage of the investigations 


of the Soviet wheat deals, these points 
are clear: 


1. The Agriculture Department and 


State Department officials were ill- 
equipped to deal with the major Impact 
that the Si billion in sales of wheat, corn 
and soybeans had on the domestic mar- 
ket and upon the American trans- 
portation system. 


2. Henry A. Kissinger displayed little 


understanding or interest In the econom- 
ic aspects of the transactions and only 
seemed concerned with "the big picture" 
from a standpoint of international politi- 
cal and U. S. relations with the Soviet 
Union and Communist China. 


3. President Nixon, various White 


House aides and Agriculture Secretary 
Butz were more concerned with moving 
large amounts of farm products quickly 
into international trade, with emphasis 
on getting agreements in time to boost 
farm prices before the 1972 election. 


4. To further complicate the picture, 


some of those Involved in making deci- 
sions for the U. S. government had po- 
tential conflicts of interests because of 
tics with big international grain dealers. 


5. Kissinger, greatly concerned with 


secrecy in his top level dealings with the 
Russians, often left U. S. negotiators 
with less information about the Ameri- 
can bargaining posture than he had giv- 
en their Soviet counterparts. 


The Senate subcommittee's hearings 


will detail the incompetence of high lev- 
el U. S. negotiators and will'provide a 
sharp contrast to the public image of 
President Nixon and Kissinger as highly 
skillful international bargainers. 


This will be particularly devastating to 


the supporters of Mr. Nixon who are 
playing down the Importance of the Wa- 
tergate scandals by pointing to triumphs 
of the President and Kissinger in their 
international dealings with Russia and 
China. 


Even while the reputations of White 


House Chief of Staff H. R. (Bob) Halde- 
mnn and Special Assistant John D. 
Ehrlichman as competent government 
domestic managers have collapsed, the 
reputation of Kissinger has remained 
relatively untouched In the field of inter- 
national politics and diplomacy. 


Kissinger can hardly escape respon- 


(Sibility for applying "political pres- 
sures" that his National Security Council 
subordinates now blame for the mistakes 
made on the hurriedly conceived wheat 
deals. 


Last month, a NSC source told this re- 


porter that the U. S. negotiators openly 
discussed among themselves the fact 
that President Nixon wanted a grain deal 
to be consummated quickly and that he 
wanted "reasonable concessions" made 


to the Soviet Union in terms of cash sub- 
sidies and credit. "We were all very 
much aware of the President's desire to 
pull this off before the election," one 
source said. 


The Jackson Subcommittee also will be 


looking into allegations that the big grain 
firms used their knowledge of the Im- 
pending sales to rig the price of wheat 
futures at the Kansas City Board of 
Trade. 


The Commodity Exchange Authority, 


the government agency charged with 
regulating the nation's commodity mar- 
kets, first permitted the Board of Trade 
to investigate itself, a move that pre- 
dictably resulted in a "whitewash" re- 
port of innocence. 


But, under press and Senate Subcom- 


mittee pressure, the CEA has now admit- 
ted finding evidence of possible criminal 
acts and has sent the case to the Crimi- 
nal Fraud Division of the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


As in the Watergate affair, the revela- 


tions of the cover-up of crimes and politi- 
cal pressures in the commodity deals 
may move to be equally as important as 
the conflicts of interest and political ma- 
chinations themselves.

In 1898, the bio George Eastman 
paid a worker $2 for pointing out the ad- 
vantage of moro frequent window wash- 
Ing In a production department. 


That win tho first of more than 500,000 


worker suggestions tha company has 
adopted out of 1.4 million offered. Tho 
ratio of one acceptance of three worker 
lUKgestions has held up rather con- 
sistently. In 1972, about 23,000 of 73,000 
suggestions were adopted. 


Eastman pays for all suggestions ac- 


tually adopted In accordance with their 
value. Payment can run anywhere from 
$to tu nearly $30,000. Tho record was 
$-17.1100 paid In 1971 to David Schuttc of 
Kocliestcr, N.Y., who proposed n new 
method of mounting amateur film on 
cards for retail display. 


SOME VKTEIIAN Eastman workers 


have won many awards. Tho champion b 
Milton Wlrxlhausor, also of Rochester, 
who has had 1,500 of 3,000 suggestions 
adopted sinco Ml and has received 
moro than $10,000 In awards. 


Kobcrt Shaw of Rochester has won 


$7,432 for 320 successful suggestions, and 
Donald Zimmerman $6,5f7 for 301 suc- 
cesses out of 689 suggestions. 


Some substantial Individual awards for 
suggestions Included $6,000 for an im- 
proved chemical cartridge to recover 
photographic silver and $4,172 for a bet- 
ter method of repairing camera motor 
springs. Another got $2,100 for suggesting 
a way to save postage on invoice mail- 
Ing. 


Teresa Feller, who oversees the sug- 


gestion system at the Rochester head- 
quarters, said Kodak's suggestion system 
emphasizes daily the magnificence of hu- 
man Imagination. The incentive, she 
says, comes from tho fact that anything 
that improves even a minor problem on 
a routine job can be of great importance 
to the worker and a big savings to the 
employer. 


MANY OF THE suggestions 
arc 


amazingly simple. One worker got $25 
for proposing that larger salad bowls bo 
used in company cafeterias to reduce 
spillage and resultant cleanup labor. 


Davis Whltcomb, system-wide adminis- 


trator of tho suggestion plan, says it has 
undoubtedly earned many times more 
for Eastman than It costs in awards. 


Direct cost reduction Is tho smallest 


benefit from the plan, he said. The larg- 
er benefits are in improved product de- 
sign and reduction of accident hazards in 
plants, warehouses and offices. 


Eastman has a staff to consider every 


suggestion carefully. Reasons for reject- 
Ing suggestions always are given in de- 
tail. No worker ever gets his suggestion 
back just stamped "rejected."

In a recession, it 
shrinks — nnd we've had five periods ot 
recession since 1919. 


Tho riling cost of living has created a 


wide #np between paycheck dollars and 
real spendable earnings. The BLS for- 
mula divides dollars by the Consumer 
I'rlcc Index. 


Finally, tho Increasing burden of feder- 


al income taxes and social security pay- 
ments hm left the worker with less and 
let* spendable Income. The 1ILS formula 
taken account of the taxes paid by vnrl- 
0111 types of wage earners in each sepa- 
rate yenr since 1019.

worker's dollar pay, It becomes clear 
that a lot of the apparent prosperity has 
been Illusory — tho kind you think you 
see when they tell you that what was 
$100 worth of hourly work In 1949 now 
puts $322.53 In your pocket. 


For a worker with three dependents, 


each $100 of real spendable earnings has 
Increased over tho past 10 years to 
$115.73. He's been getting affluent at the 
rate of a dollar and a half a year. 


What has been obscured by the psy- 


chology of affluence Is the fact that there 
has been very little redistribution of in- 
come In the American economy. Tho pie 
Is still sliced pretty much as It was of 
yore, when a very small number of 
people had most of the spending money. 


Calling attention to "tho Income elite 


of tho United States," the National Con- 
sumer Finance Association cites figures 
of tho Conference Board showing that 5 
per cent of all U.S. families have at their 
disposal "an imposing 60 per cent of to- 
tal discretionary spending power." 


HOW MUCH affluence you enjoy, if 


any. is determined by how much dis- 
cretionary spending power you have. A 
certain portion of your Income Is com- 
mitted to cover necessities, fixed ex- 
peases, repayment of debt. Anything 
that's left over you can spend, at your 
discretion, on such things as gum drops, 
hi-fi equipment, or yachts. 


Tho Income elite consists of 2.7 million 


families earning in excess of $25,000 a 
year. This 5 per cent of all American 
households has 60 per cent of all the 
money that's available for buying gum 
drops, lil-fl equipment and yachts. 


It Is mathematically Inescapable that 


discretionary spending power has to he 
spread pretty thin among many of tho 
families In the remaining 95 per cent- 
There just Isn't enough affluence to go 
around. 


The cure for mismanagement of family 


finances, in a great many cases, is sim- 
ply a realistic assessment of what the 
real spendable earnings arc, how much 
is committed, and how much is left for 
discretionary spending. 


Some work with paper and pencil along 


those lines might help to dispel tho 
quaint notion of a universal affluence 
trat relieves us of tho need to worry 
nlxMit close and careful management of 
personal finances.

NON-IMPACT PRINTER which can 
print hard copy at the rate of 5,000 
lines per minute was developed by 


the optical systems group, Zenith Ra- 
dio Corp. The experimental unit uses 
an acousto-optic laser deflector. 


5,000 lines per minute 
Zenith uses laser 
in new printer 


The Optical Systems Group of Zenith 


Radio Corp. recently demonstrated the 
use of Its new 1000-spot acousto-optic la- 
ser deflector in a non-impact printer 
which was printing hard copy at the rate 
of 5,000 lines per minute. 


The printer, an experimental unit, de- 


veloped to demonstrate the capabilities 
of Zenith's new D-150R high resolution 
acousto-optic laser deflector, was shown 
at the 1073 IEEE/OSA Conference on La- 
ser Engineering/Applications in Wash- 
ington, D.C. 


Employing glass instead of exotic crys- 


tals, tho D-150R Is designed for use with 
a helium-neon laser, and provides con- 
stant light output over the entire deflec- 
tion range through the use of Zenith's 
patented acoustic phased array. 


Joseph Fiore, Zenith vice president of 


component operations, said, "The high 
resolution of the D-1SOR makes possible 
the use of lasers In applications In which 
only high resolution cathode ray tubes, 
with their low light output are now em- 
ployed. The D-150R and laser offer both 
high resolution and high light output at 
the same time." 


Applications of the' 1000-spot scanner 


include high-speed computer print-out, 
microfilm and microfiche printing, high- 
speed hard copy printing in special appli- 
cations such as stock market quotations, 
facsimile transmission, and multiple 
channel data recording. The D-150R al- 
lows a laser to record Information contin- 
uously and automatically — such as 
weather or pollution data — on dry pro- 
cessed film. 


BECAUSE IT IS compatible with com- 


puters, acousto-optic systems employing 
tho D-I50R may find use in the new gen- 
eration of computer-photocopiers now In 
the development stages. It allows print- 
ing at speeds five to ten times faster 
than current Impact print-out rates. 


Another important application may be 


the high-speed printing of copy generated 
at one point and transmitted over wide- 
band video channels to the point of print- 
out. For example, computer data gener- 
ated in Chicago could be transmitted to 
New York, where it would be automati- 
cally printed out at 5,000 lines per min- 
ute. 


In the demonstration, information fed 


from a mini-computer into the printer Is 
printed out in page form at the rate of 
5,000 lines per minute. Each page is 132 
characters wide and 64 lines long. Digital 
information when the computer is con- 


verted to the ASCE code which controls 
ultrasonic frequencies applied to the 
acousto-optic modulator and deflector 
which modulate and scon the laser 
beam. 


The entire scanning operation and 


printing Is electronic, with no moving 
mirrors or mechanical parts. The only 
mechanical system is that which conveys 
the paper through the rapid dry-devel- 
opment process and delivers the printed 
pages to the operator. 


According to Daniel Smith, manager of 


the Optical Systems Group, Zenith has no 
plans to market the hard copy printer 
but rather selected this application to 
demonstrate attractive capabilities of 
acousto-optic components offered 
for 


sale. The company Is marketing the 
D-150R high resolution deflector with as- 
sociated electronics and sells in single 
units for under $5,000. The company is 
also marketing the all-electronic charac- 
ter-generator opto-electronic sub-system 
employing the D-150R.

Networks scramble 
to plug Watergate hole 


HOLLYWOOD - Monday's decision to 


postpone the Senate Watergate hearings 
during Soviet Communist Party chief 
Leonid Brezhnev's visit affected pro- 
gramming on all three commercial video 
networks on an Immediate basis. 


Recently, the hearings, carried live, 


have been broadcast under a system In 
which NBC-TV, CBS-TV and ABC-TV 
take turns presenting the proceedings on 
different days. 


BUT ALL THREE networks had an- 


nounced plans to cover the segment of 
the sessions that had been expected to 
begin today because of the scheduled 
questioning of John W. Dean III by the 
Senate committee. 


In addition to live coverage of the 


hearings by the commercial networks, 
the noncommercial Public Broadcasting 
Service network has been presenting 
each day's full proceedings on a taped 
basis at night. 


The Senate committee decided to post- 


pone the Watergate hearings a week at 
the request of Senate Majority Leader 
Mike Mansfield and Minority Leader 
Hugh Scott. Thus the live televised pro- 
ceedings are scheduled to resume next 
Tuesday afteer President Nixon has con- 


cluded his summit negotiations with 
Brezhnev. 


THE CHAIRMAN OF the committee, 


Democrat Sam Ervin, said he could "see 
why the President's attention might be 
distracted by the Watergate investigation 
while he is trying to negotiate arms limi- 
tations." 


Sen. Lowell Weicker, R-Pa., the only 


member of the committee to vote against 
delaying the proceedings, said, "If Mr. 
Brezhnev wants to understand our sys- 
tem of democracy, I know of no better 
way than to have him see these hearings 
go forward." 


ANOTHER SENATOR, not on the com- 


mittee, suggested it would be difficult for 
the President to negotiate from a posi- 
tion of strength while the hearings are on 
television. 


CBS-TV, meanwhile, says Brezhnev's 


video address to the American people 
will be presented as a 30-minute broad- 
cast early Sunday evening in the first 
half of the time period usually occupied 
by the network's public affairs series "60 
Minutes." 


When Nixon visited Russia last year, 


he made a television speech to the Soviet 
people.

South won the heart lead in dummy so 


as to bo able to try a spade finesse at 
trick two. It worked. South ran off all the 
spades and discarded two clubs from 
dummy. West jettisoned a heart. 


After the nice behavior of the spade 


suit, South could count to 11 top tricks 
and there were plenty of ways to collect 
a 12th. 


He didn't think hearts would break, but 


ho cashed his king and queen to put a 
little pressure on East. 


East wasn't bothered. He just chucked 


two clubs. 


Then South went after diamonds. Dia- 


monds didn't break any more than 
hearts had, but It didn't bother South at 
all. West discarded a club on the third 
diamond to leave himself with one heart 
and two clubs. 


South didn't have to worry about a 


dug finesse. He simply led dummy's last 
heart to throw West in and West had to 
lead a club right up to the ace-queen. 


Could the defense have done any bet- 


ter: West could have tried. He could 
have discarded two clubs on South's 
spades. Then when the three-card ending 
was reached South would have had to 
decide about the location of the club 
king. He probably would have guessed 
right and made an overtrick, but he 
might well have gone wrong and lost the 
slam.

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Baseball standout battles leukemia 


by GREG GORDON 


BLOOMINGTON, Minn. — His 


lifelong dream was to be a big 
league baseball player and now 
that he has made it Minnesota 
Twins shortstop Danny Thomp- 
son isn't going to let leukemia 
hoia him back. 


"Really, It's the same for ev- 


erybody on this earth," Thomp- 
son, 26, says. "You just have 
only so long to do your thing. 


"You don't have time to get 


down. You've got to keep your 
head up and go right at it." 


It was tough to accept last win- 


ter when Thompson found out he 
had leukemia. But fighting back 
Is nothing new for Danny, an Ok- 
lahoman who doesn't drink or 
smoke and gets along with most 
everybody. 


Danny had no advance warning 


of his latest problem. Last year, 
in his first full season in the ma- 
jors, he led all shortstops in both 
leagues In hitting with a .276 av- 
erage and, In January this year, 
he was feeling in peak condition 
when he reported for his annual 
preseason physical. 


The team physician, Dr. Leon- 


ard J. Michlend, called bun back 
for more tests because of an "in- 


fection," then said he wanted a 
bone marrow tap. 


"What's going on, Doc?" asked 


a curious Thopmson. 


"What are you looking for?" 
' ' W e ' r e checking for leu- 


kemia," Michlenzi replied. 


Thompson then was diagnosed 


as having chronic granulocytlc 
leukemia which, under current 
medical knowledge, Is usually 
fatal. Doctors gave Thompson 
five years to play baseball. 


" D a n n y reacted with dis- 


belief," said his wife, Ho, who Is 
expecting their second child 
about July 4. "It was pretty hard 
to accept for someone who has 
always relief on his body for his 
livelihood." 


In the four and one-half months 


since he was Informed of his dis- 
ease, Thompson has learned to 
cope almost unnoticed, keeping 
his feelings bottled inside. 


"I didn't really want It to come 


out In the news last winter," he 
said. "It's a personal thing. But 
if you're going to have leukemia, 
I guess I've got the best kind to 
have. The only symptoms I had 
Is that my white blood cell count 
is high — about 25,000 instead of 
6,000 to 8,000. They can't even 
treat it until it's 100,000 and it's 


not dangerous until it's 700,000." 


Despite a rash of arm injuries 


which may have contributed.to 
his team high 14 errors, Thomp- 
son had played In all but a half- 
dozen games up until recently, 
batting about .200. Then he 
pulled a hamstring muscle June 
13 and that was expected to side- 
line him at least a week. 


Twins manager Frank Quillci 


said of Thompson's 
leukemia: 


"As long as Danny hits the base- 
ball and fields, he will play.

deposit for charters on the six-passenger 
boats and $.10 on the four passenger 
boats," This deposit has resulted in the 
only complaints the association has han- 
dled In the four years of Its tight man- 
agement of the fishing fleet. "Too often 
the fishermen look at the sky and decide 
the weather Is too threatening or over- 
cast to fish."

sults of a study by the Wisconsin Depart- 
ment of Conservation about bass fishing. 


The figures of the study show May and 


June ns the most productive months for 
bass, and the hours before 8:00 a.m. and 
after 11:00 p.m. the best time to fish. The 
study also showed that anglers use live 
bait and lures about equally when trying 
for bass, but thai 75 per cent of the bass, 
and virtually nil of the large bass, arc 
taken on artificial lures — plugs, spoons, 
spinners and plastic worms. 


More specifically, the study shows that 


live worms cnught the smallest bass; 91 
per cent of the bass over 18" were taken 
on artificial baits; and the very largest 
lunkcr bass taken dm Ing the survey fell 
for n big, walloping surface cluigger. 


The study covered a period of 14 years 


and 7,100 bass, by the way, so don't 
chalk up the results as "Interesting but 
not important." Trey're definitely Impor- 
tant. But the entire study took place on 
the 1BO acre Murphy flowagc in Rusk 
County, Wisconsin, so If the results don't 
hold up for you, blame the location of the 
survey.

Bowie Kuhn wasting time 


with latest directive

NEW YORK — Bowie Kuhn 


may be the commissioner of 
baseball, but he still has a little 
to learn about ballplayers. 


Basically, as Roy Campanella 


once pointed out, they're all kids 
at heart, and you know how most 
kids feel about being told to do 
anything. 


Generally, they run right out 


and do exactly the opposite. 


This being tre case I think the 


only thing Bowie Kuhn is doing 
with this latest directive of his to 
the major league clubs is was- 
ting time, energy and telegraph 
tolls because nobody is going to 
pay any attention to it. 


The directive Is the result of a 


story quoting various National 
League pitchers saying If they 
get the opportunity to serve up 
Hank Aaron's 715th home run, 
B a b e Ruth's record-breaker, 
they'll "lay the ball right in 
there." 


Among those quoted as saying 


they wouldn't mind Aaron break- 
ing the record at their expense 
were 
Andy Messersmith and 


Pete Rlchert of the Dodgers, 
Reggie Cleveland of the Cardin- 
als, Larry Dlerker of the Astros 
and Tug McGraw and Phil Hen- 
nignn of the Mcts. 


The reasons they offered were, 


typically, Immature and kiddlsh. 


A couple of them wanted to do 


it for the "fame," a few for the 
"money" and the rest merely for 
the "hell of It." 


Bowie Kuhn was disturbed 


when the story was brought to 
his attention. He doesn't want 
anybody grooving a pitch for 
Henry Aaron and "tarnishing" 


his achievement. He cited Rule 


21 which says every player must 
give his best efforts toward win- 
nlng any game In which he is in- 
volved and to do otherwise In- 
vites long-term suspension. 


What Bowie Kuhn really is 


doing is belaboring the obvious a 
little, and what these pitchers 
arc doing is making themselves 
suspect before they even commit 
the crime. 


The directive makes me laugh, 


knowing ballplayers. 


Trcy're going to laugh at it, 


too. 


One pitcher in Des Moine prob- 


ably is laughing already. 


When Mickey Mantle was on 


the way out, Denny McLain pur- 
posely grooved a ball for him so 
he could hit it out of the park. 
McLain told a few people about 
what he had done, but he didn't 
fool Mantle, who knew he had 
laid it up there big as a grape- 
fruit for him. 


The same thing has been done 


more than once, for Babe Ruth, 
Jlmmie Foxx, Hank Greenberg 
and who knows how many oth- 
ers, but that doesn't mean base- 
ball is crooked any more than it 
means a jockey is any time he 
decides to let another horse get 
through. 


Who knows what runs through 


pitchers' minds? 


Who is to say that a pitcher 


can't get himself out of trouble 
once In a blue moon by purposely 
grooving a pitch. It's happened 
many times, although not re- 
garded as the thing to do. 


Ever watch batting practice? 
Players frequently take some 


of the routine out of it by playing 
a game known as "base hit." If 
they hit a ball that would be hit 


in a regular game, they stay in 


the cage and keep hitting; if they 
make out, they leave. The point 
here is the ball Is being laid up 
there on a platter for them and 
how many times do they get a 
hit? Not anywhere near as often 
as they make out. 


That's what makes me laugh 


about Bowie Kuhn's directive. 


Those pitchers who say they're 


going to lay it in there for Aaron 
to hit aren't so bright either. 


Tom Zachary, the Washington 


lefty who served up Babe Ruth's 
record 60th home run in 1927, 
never was particularly proud of 
his "accomplishment," and Guy 
B u s h , with Pittsburgh then, 
didn't go around advertising the 
fact he gave up Ruth's 713th and 
714th homers eight years later. 


Maybe even Bowie Kuhn would 


laugh if he knew about an epi- 
sode Involving a pair of catchers, 
Frank Mancuso of the St. Louis 
Browns and Mike Garbark of the 
New York Yankees 28 years ago. 


Garbark was in a terrible 


slump, something like O-for-35, 
and with the Browns leading the 
Yankees, 8-0, in the sixth Inning, 
he came up to hit. 


Mancuso, 
a 
compassionate 


soul, felt sorry for his fellow' 
catcher. 


"I know what you're going 


through," he said to Garbark. 
"Now you just relax. We're gon- 
na lay this next one right down 
the pipe and you hit the livin' 
hell outtah it." 


Garbark knew Mancuso was 


honestly trying to help him. 


The ball came in, big as a bal- 


loon, and Mike Garbark gave it 
everything he had. 


You guessed it — popped the 


ball straight up to shortstop.

"Sure I 
learn to develop favorites," said Dr. 
Lehr, the first lady veterinarian for 
Arlington 
Park. Each morning she 


makes her rounds to be sure that all 
the horses scheduled to run that day 
are racing sound. 


THROUGH DAILY WALKS in tho barns, Dr. Lehr has 
come lo know quit* well the strengths and weaknesses 
of many of Iho horses. She particularly pays close atten- 


tion to their legs, feeling for any new swellings or defor- 
mities. If she thinks a horse Is not in good enough health 
to run, Dr. Lehr scratches it from the afternoon races.

Program In hand Dr. Jane Lehr steps 


under the railing onto the edge of the dirt 
track, raises a pair of binoculars to her 
eyes and follows the horses as they come 
around the back stretch. 


It's a sunny day at Arlington Park and 


the lady doc, one of several veterinarians 
employed by the race track, is putting in 
a typical afternoon. 


Fulfilling her role as race horse sentry, 


she is ever alert to behavioral inconsist- 
encies that might affect a horse's health 
or his ability-to run. Only a vet would 
notice . . . and then only a vet who is 
well acquainted with the horses running 
that day. 


"Look at that little mare," she laughs, 


binoculars still in place. "She's held her 
breath all the way around. There, now 
she's let it out." 


THE RACE finishes, but Dr. Lehr is 


still at her post giving each horse a quick 
but scrutinizing glance as it files out of 
the track. 


"I check to make sure they come back 


racing sound," said the petite, blond vet- 
erinarian who strongly emphasizes the 
term "racing sound." 


"Race horses put a terrible strain on 


themselves with bursts of speed up to 45 
miles per hour. They all develop some 
kind of problems and you just learn to 
recognize those weaknesses," she ex- 
plains. "I'm here to stop any new prob- 
lems from developing or getting worse." 


Interrupted by the kidding of several 


other track employes who appear to be 
sharing a private joke,' she grins, 
"They're always teasing me because 
'Playboy' featured a girl jockey as the 
centerfold one month. They say I should 
be the first girl veterinarian. 


WALKING BACK into the paddock be- 


tween races, Dr. Lehr voices no surprise 
over her male-oriented position at Ar- 
lington Park, nor does she feel she has 
experienced any discrimination on ac- 
count of her sex. 


In fact she coyly admits that some- 


times being a woman acts to her advan- 
tage. 


"I haven't had any problems. We've all 


kinda settled down and get it along. 
Though I'm not a delicate little girl," she 
carefully qualifies. 


Her size a deception, only five foot 


three, and her dress for the races, a ves- 
ted pantsult, femininely demure, Dr. 
Lehr's degree of fragility could be chal- 
lenged. 


But not her self-reliance nor the profes- 


sionalism she cxhudcs as she meets the 
next morning, bright and early at 7 
o'clock, with other track personnel to 
pick up the day's final racing schedule. 


THIS TIME it's jeans and denim jack- 


et, the same jacket she was wearing 
when a policeman, mistaking her for a 
runaway boy, pulled her over on her mo- 
torcycle. 


To ward off future misidcntifications, 


the female doc has since sewed a patch 
on the back spelling out... "I'm a girl." 


Jane owns two motorcycles (one a dirt 


bike), a quarter horse, a bird dog and 
one sporty yellow 914 Porsche. 


She rooms on a 380-acre working farm 


in Harrington and on her one day off, 
Sunday, in addition to using and ex- 
ercising all of the above, she attempts to 
find time to practice her piano and gui- 
tar and also catch up on her wash and 
houseclcaning. 


"THE REST OF the week is OK. It's 


Sundays that almost kill me," she 
laughs. 


"Hi Doc . . . Good morning, Miss 


Doc," ring out greetings as Jane makes 
her morning rounds. This is the down-to- 
earth, hard-core side to the track as op- 
posed to the pretense and frivolity of the 
afternoon races. 


The day begins as early as 5 a.m. Ac- 


tion is in high goar by eight o'clock. 
Armed with a clipboard and list of 
horses, Jane walks through the barns she 
has been assigned, checking out each 
horse that is to run that day and also 
those who looked a bit "ragged" when 
they came off the track the day before. 


"If I see anything unusual they go on 


the vet's list until they arc again racing 
sound. We don't treat any of the horses 
ourselves. They all have private veter- 
inarians for that." 


GROWING UP outside of East St. 


Louis, Dr. Lehr lias always been fond of. 
animals.

"Sometimes, when I was 12 or 13 I 


made up my mind. A veterinarian ; . ,., 
that's what I'm going to bo. 


"Our house was a first aid station.'.My 


mother would take in any pathetic look* 
ing animal that came to our door. A sick 
cat would find our house automatically. 


"Yet the only thing I ever wanted was 


a horse and we didn't have room for onii 
I first went to the track with my father. I 
never left."

But before Jane entered veterinarian 


school at the University of Illinois, shtJ 
attended Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville where she received a B.Av 
in English and philosophy. In between 
racing seasons she will work for a small 
publishing house. 


"VETERINARIAN SCHOOL is rouph. 


for girls," said Jane, who was one of 
four women in a class of 70. "You have 
to learn to treat everything that comes 
along and believe me, there is nothing 
worse than cleaning up after a cow witli 
diarrhea. 


"Our professors would gel a fiendish 


pleasure out of watching us girls. The 
trick was to learn to smile and make'the 
best of it. After all, it didn't take thaj 
long," she continued.

"A girl is actually handicapped in ycU 


crinarian practice, only because womcii' 
arc generally not as strong as men. But' 
'if you're not big enough, you just find, 
someone to help you," she said matLerl' 
of-factly.

Maybe tho best things In life aren't 


really free, but if you pass up those free 
services offered by service outlets, It 
may cost you. 


Take the simple precaution of checking 


battery water levels. It requires only a 
few seconds of time and absolutely no 
money. If battery fluid levels are allowed 
to drop and the condition is not detected, 
It could mean premature deterioration of 
the battery. It could cause an Inconven- 
ient "can't start" as well. 


During hot, dry pcrlod3 of summer, 


battery water is more likely to evapo- 
rate. So, especially during warm weather 
months, have the battery checked every 
time you stop for gas. 


In addition to water levels, have tho 


battery checked for corrosion and sound- 
ness of the cables. 


Another free service that can save you 


money is checking the tires for proper 
inflation. Both undcrin flat ion and over- 
Inflation can bo harmful to tires, wearing 
them out prematurely. For accurate 
readings, do not have the tires checked 
after you've driven more than a few 
miles. 


Other free checks that will help pre- 


vent trouble include Inspection of oil lev- 
el and windshield washer fluid. Low lev- 
els of oil can lead to engine damage and 
no fluid in the washer reservoir could, 
hamper visibility at a critical time. 


Eat lightly to avoid sluggishness. 
Don't rely on drugs or pills to prevent 


drowsiness. Keep something handy to 
chew. Light snacks help keep you alert.

Check cooling twice a year 


In designing anti-emission systems to 


help reduce air pollution, car manufac- 
turers are installing hotter-running en- 
gines In today's vehicles. Therefore, It 
has become even more critical that cool- 
ing systems bo In top condition to handle 
the higher engine temperatures. 


This means that the cooling system 


should be checked twice a year for the 
following: 


Leak-free radiator; soundness of all 


hoses and connections; properly oper- 
ating thermostat; radiator cap Is sealing 
efficiently;' water pump Is working, and 
coolant levels arc normal. 


proper mixture of coolant, for both 


summer and winter operation, is about 
50 per cent cthylene glycol-typc anti- 
freeze and 50 per cent water. This so- 
called permanent-type antl-frcczc should 
be replaced every two years or 30,000 
miles, whichever comes first. 


While on the subject of anti-freczc, the 


"self-scaling" variety that claims it can 
stop radiator leaks offers only a tem- 
porary solution to a leak problem. Con- 
taining, generally, an asbestos-type com- 
pound, the "leak-proof" antl-frcczc is ef- 
fective only for a short time. Once re- 
vealed, the leak should be located and 
repaired by a competent auto service 
technician,

winterized," says Mike Radigan, national 
director of the Recreational Vehicle In- 
stitute. He referred to the process of 
readying an RV for hot weather use as 
"summarizing" and said the first step In 
summerizing Is to remove signs of win- 
ter. 


"Antl-frcczc should be drained from 


the radiator and fresh water should be 
back-flushed through the cooling sys- 
tem," the RVI head suggests. 


"Engine oil should be changed and 


summer oil used — a new oil filter 
should be Installed. At the same time, it 
is a good Idea to have the entire chassis 
lubricated. 


"It shouldn't be necessary to change 


transmission fluid or differential oil but 
these should at least be checked, as 
should the power steering oil. 


"Master cylinder brake fluid should 


also be checked." 


Other steps toward "summerizing," 


according to RadEgan, include cleaning 
or gapping (or replacing) spark plugs 
and points, recharging (battery condi- 
tion), checking and replacing if neces- 
sary such items as light bulbs, wind- 


shield wiper blades, muffler and tall 
pipe, springs and shock absorbers. 


Radigan also suggested 
front end 


alignment checks, inspection of lires 
and a general underneath check for dam* 
age of any kind. 


"As for the living quarters, the water 


storage tank 
should 
bo tlwrouphly 


flushed out to remove any anti-freezc you 
may have used and to clean out the tank 
a n d water-lines. Thorough 
flushing 


slwuld continue for at least 15 minutes," 
the RVI director advises. 


"This is a good time to make sure your 


pump Is working properly and that there 
are no leaks anywhere in your water sys- 
tem," Radigan advised, suggesting sim- 
ilar treatment for the holding tank. 


He emphasized, tliat special attention 


should be paid to appliances Including 
range, furnace, refrigerator, water heat- 
er, etc., and said that gas appliances 
should be carefully tested for correct pi- 
lot flames, in accordance with manufac- 
turers' instructions. 


"An additional check of all window?, 


doors, ventilators, cabinets, and a little 
oil or graphite on noisy or stiff hinges .. 
. a final check of your interior lights, 
careful inspection of your hitch and safe- 
ty chains, and you should be ready for a 
summer full of fun," Radigan concluded.

Ims been on attractive proposition to tho 
motorist. Who could nrgue with tho prop- 
osition that when gasoline consumption

Today twlng stingy with gasoline Is 


more than a matter of dollars and 
cents.

According to David L. Walker, Cham-

Walker, speaking to a group of tech* 


nlclans nt Champion's new West Coast 
Technical Center in Santn Ana, Califor- 
nia, reported that untuned engines arc 
wasters of fuel. 


Ho cited results of a three-nation 


Champion test program that showed an 
untuned engine (one that hasn't been 
tuned In moro than 10,000 miles of oper- 
ation) wastes between one and two gal- 
lons of gasoline per tank full. Merely 
replacing worn spark plugs with new 
ones can save better than a gallon per 
tankful Uio tests revealed. 


Driving habits also have a bearing on 


good gasoline mileage, Walker said. 


Excessive speed Is a notorious waster 


of fuel. Keeping within the posted speed 
limits will help save gasoline not to men- 
tion reducing accident dangers. 


Keeping a light and steady foot on the 


gas pedal is also a fuel saver. Jock rab- 
bit starts anil sudden acceleration while 
driving require excessive fuel. 


Stay mentally ahead of traffic, "play- 


Ing" traffic lights and avoiding situations 
such as tall-gating other cars. Sudden 
stopping and starting are major causes 
of wasted gasoline.

NOx, you mny tfot n good grade in a 
chemistry class. Hut you'll bo flunking In 
n more important area, helping protect 
the nation'* environment. 


Tho three chemical designations are 


the elements of the harmful emissions 
that arc byproducts of fuels that power 
automobile engines." They are part of (he 
air pollution problem. 


HC (nr hydrocarbons) Is a scientific 


designation for fuel. The amount of fuel 
that is unbuniwl and enters tlie atmos- 
phere through exhaust or vaporization Is 
ono clement that.whvn exposed to sun- 
light, creates smog. 


Another smog-creating byproduct of 


combustion is NOx (nitrogen oxide). CO 
(carbon monoxide) docs not create smoj 
but enters the atmosphere as an odor- 
less, tasteless and invisible gas. In en* 
closed areas, such as the interior of a 
car, CO can bo lethal. 


If automobltlvo fuel were burned to 100 


per cent efficiency, the by products 
would be 1120 and CO2. H20 is water and 
CO2 Is carbon dioxide, both harmless to 
the atmosphere. 


Fortunately, alt signs point to the near- 


future time when the automobile will no 
longer bo a significant part of the air 


pollution problem. One Indication of this 
trend is that today, more than 85 per 
c e n t of automobile-caused pollution 
comes from cars built before I960. 


Later-model cars, Incorporating nntl* 


pollution devices, have become a minor 
part of the problem. 


In fact cars built today create only 10 


per cent of the pollutants as did cars 
manufactured In the early 1960's. 


As the alder cars arc scrapped, the 


pollution picture In this country is bright- 
tcnlng significantly. And as devices such 
ns after-burners or catalytic converters 
are introduced in a few years, curs will 
he virtually pollution-free, according to 
the car manufacturers. 


Despite all the efforts and money In* 


vested by the carmakers, the fight 
against air pollution will not be totally 
successful unless the car owner adheres 
to a schedule of maintenance. 


The service most vitally affecting 


emissions Is tune-up. 


According to tests conducted by the 


University of Michigan and the State of 
New Jersey, a tuned engine produces 
about 50 per cent fewer pollutants than 
the same engine in need of tune-up Cat 
idle).

Erviti gets 3-year pact, 8% pay increase

"A new era of tranquility and coopera- 


tion" was promised by members of tho 
Klk Grove Township Dlst. 59 school 
board after Monday's review of Supt. 
James Ervltl's contract. 


By a •!•! vote, the board approval a 


new three-year contract for Erviti with 
an n per cent pay raise. The new con- 
tract runs through July 1, 197G, with an 
annual salary of $33,970. 


Two board members, President Allen 


Sparks and Secretary Judy Znnco, were 
absent. The contract was approved after 
a long executive session by the board. 


KIIVITI still had two years to serve on 


his old contract. The renewal and one- 
year extension of the new contract was 
seen by board members as a strong vote 
of confidence for Erviti. 


Board mcmlicr Al Domanico said, "Ho 


(Erviti) has got to stay and we (the 
board) want him to stay." 


Emll Bnhnmaier, recently elected to 


Ihe school board, said It was time the 
district "got back to the business of edu- 
cating children." 


TI1K NKW CONTRACT came as a sur- 


prise to some members of the audience. 
Reportedly, the board was only going to 


give Erviti an 8 per cent raise for the 
remaining two years of his contract. The 
board was, in effect, giving Erviti a 
"hunting license" — he was to work as 
superintendent, but was to begin hunting 
for a new job. 


Erviti had no comment on his new con- 


tract. In regard to board cooperation, he 
said board members had been working 
together better recently than they had In 
the past. 


Erwin Poklackl, who cast the only dis- 


senting vote on the new contract, appar- 
ently docs not fully subscribe to the new 
harmony between the board and Erviti. 


"I voted against the contract because I 


was against the renewal," said Poklackl. 
"I think we should have a new superin- 
tendent." 


Poklackl would not say why he would 


prefer Erviti to leave the district. "I 
can't soy why he shouldn't be superin- 
tendent. This Involves his reputation," he 
said. 


Monday's action settles a two-month 


dispute on the board's earlier motion to 
grant Erviti a 10 per cent raise for the 
remaining two years of his contract. 


ON APRIL 13. the day before the 


school board election, the board (in a 


special meeting) approved the 10 per 
cent raise by a sharply divided 4-3 vote. 


Opposing the raise in April were Pok- 


lack!, Gerald Smiley and Mrs. Zanca. 


The action immediately touched off a 


controversy on the board's legal and eth- 
ical conduct. 


Mrs. Zanca and Nlta Stamm, a recent 


critic of the school board and adminis- 
tration, contended the notice of the April 
meeting did not meet all legal require- 
ments. 


No copy of the notice was posted on the 


door of the administration building and 
different notices of the meeting were 
sent to board members and the press. 


The board was also criticized because 


two of the four members who voted for 
the raise, Harry Peterson and Sharrie 
Hildebrandt, were "lame ducks." Their 
terms were expiring, they did not seek 
reelection and they were replaced on the 
board three days after the 10 per cent 
raise was approved. 


THE STATE'S attorney's office had 


been consulted by the board and Mrs. 
Stamm on the legality of the April 13 
meeting. To date, the state's attorney 
has issued no opinion or taken any ac- 
tion.

A petition seeking an Investigation into 


the family background of a 4-year-old 
Des Plaincs child has been filed by the 
juvenile division of the Cook County 
date's attorney's office. 


The petition, according to Assistant 


State's Atty. Maurice Dorc asks that the 
state take temporary custody of the 
•1-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. William 
Knuth. 2290 Magnolia St. 


"We're trying to get custody of the 


child until n court investigation deter- 
mines whether his present environment 
Is injurious to his welfare." 


Associate Judge Arthur Hamilton is ex- 


pected to rule Monday on the petition in 
Cook County Juvenile Court. 


TIIK 
INVESTIGATION, if ordered, 


would probe the child's background and 
the findings would be revealed to the 
court at n Inter date, Dorc said. A court 
decision would then determine whether 
Ihe child would be taken Into permanent 
custody by the state, or released to his 
parents. 


The Knuth's other child, Mchclle, 22- 


mnnths, died last May after attempts by 
her parents and neighbors to revive hen 
failed. 


Spokesmen at the Cook County Morgue 


said earlier this month however, the 
child died of natural causes, technically 
cardiac dilatation. 


Knuth had been charged with battery 


in August, 1972, after he was arrested for 
allegedly beating Michelle, then 13- 
months old. Police charged he struck the 
girl several times causing her head 
bruises and a facial cut. 


AT A PRELIMINARY hearing lost Oc- 


tober, however, Associate George Zim- 
merman ruled in Knuth's favor when 
Knuth's wife Janis, testified her husband 
did not beat the child. 


She had reportedly told police Knuth 


had beat the girl at the time of his arrest 
last August. 


Dorc declined comment on whether 


neglect charges will still be brought 
against the Knuths in connection with 
their daughter's death. "I won't even 
speculate about that," he said. "This pe- 
tition is something completely different." 


If tho probe is ordered, the child would 


be kept with the Illinios Department of 
Children and Family Services, according 
to DCS Plaincs police Det. Bill Tarvcr. 


The Knuths could not be reached yes- 


terday for comment. 


He told Terrell, "I don't think it is fair 
for you to tell the board that the thing 
(the school) will be ready." 


The board discussed but did not take 


action on the possibility of bringing legal 
action against the school's contractor, 
Albert Berg. 


Berg has been blamed in the past for 


much of the delay in the long-overdue 
school.

much money it will receive from taxes. 
Until the Illinois General Assembly has 
voted on a bill to freeze property taxes, 
the district won't know how much they 
can levy. 


At present, the district is receiving the 


maximum tax rate per $100 assessed 
valuation: $1,B1 for education spending 
and 37V4 cents for building. 


The biggest change made since the ten- 


tative budget was adopted May 7, was a 
decrease in estimated revenue. Since the 
assessed valuation of property in the dis- 
trict increased only 1.7 per cent instead 
of the expected 7 or 8 per cent, the esti- 
mated 
revenue figure was cut by 


$278,063. 


Board member Kathyrn Scicz said 


that in the past, the assessed valuation in 
district has Increased about 7 or 8 per 
cent yearly. It wasn't until after the ten- 
tative budget was passed that the board 
discovered the actual 1.7 increase in as- 
sessed valuation.

cating children." 


THE NEW CONTRACT came as a sur- 


prise to some members of the audience. 
Reportedly, the board was only going to 
give Ervltl an 8 per cent raise for the 
remaining two years of his contract. The 
board was, In effect, giving Ervltl a 
"hunting license" — he was to work as 
superintendent, but was to begin hunting 
for a new job.

cent raise by a sharply divided 4-3 vote. 


Opposing the raise in April were Pok- 


lacki, Gerald Smiley and Mrs. Zanca. 


The action immediately touched off a 


controversy on the board's legal and eth- 
ical conduct. 


Mrs. Zanca and Nita Stamm, a recent 


critic of the school board and adminis- 
tration, contended the notice of the April 
meeting did not meet all legal require- 
ments. 


No copy of the notice was posted on the 


door of the administration building and 
different notices of the meeting were 
sent to board members and the press. 


The board was also criticized because 


two of the four members who voted for 
the raise, Harry Peterson and Sharrle 
Hildebrandt, were "lame ducks." Their 
terms were expiring, they did not seek 
reelection and they were replaced on the 
board three days after the 10 per cent 
raise was approved. 


THE STATE'S attorney's office had 


been consulted by the board and Mrs. 
Stamm on the legality of tho April 13 
meeting. To date, the state's attorney 
has issued no opinion or taken any ac- 
tion. The board action Monday, however, 
makes any question of the legality of the 
April action academic. 


At Monday's meeting, Smiley switched 


his voto from his action at tho April 
meeting. 


In April, he had opposed the 10 per 


cent raise, unsuccessfully trying to get it 
reduced to a two per cent raise, 


Monday, Smiley was the one who made 


the motion to raise Ervltl's salary 8 per 
cent and extend the contract for another 
year. 


Smiley explained his change of vote by 


saying the board and superintendent 
"have reached an accord." He said ho 
was well satisfied with the superintend- 
ent and the board and expected them to 
work together.

Smiling face... helping hand

A junior hospital volunteer is a young, 


smiling face and a helping hand, says 
Vivian Cassara, director of volunteer 
workers at Alexian Brothers Medical 
Center. 


And Mrs. Cassara should know, be- 


cause she is in charge of 200 teenage vol- 
unteers who are starting this week to 
give some of their summer hours to the 
hospital in Elk Grove Village. 


During the day, volunteers from ages 


14 to 18 will pop into patients' rooms to 
deliver flowers, bring meal trays or just 
stop by for friendly visits. Other volun- 
teers work behind the scenes counting 
pills in the pharmacy, typing or folding 
linens. 


Patients who want books to read or 


who would like someone to write a letter 
for them also may call on the teenage 


workers. This week marks the sixth year 
Alexian hospital has sponsored such a 
youth volunteer program. 


The volunteers are the "non-threat- 


ening" group in the hospital, Mrs. Cas- 
sara says. "Patients are glad to see the 
volunteers because they come In the 
rooms without pills, needles or cold in- 
struments," she said. 


"A LOT OP THE teenagers who want 


to work here come in and say, 'I don't 
have anything to do this summer, and I 
don't want to hang around the swimming 
pool all day long,'" Mrs. Cassara said. 
She said the teenagers are not paid, and 
they volunteer because they want to 
work in a hospital. 


Most of the teenagers don't realize how 


many jobs there are in a hospital until 
they come to work as a volunteer, she 
said. "Many think a medical center is a 


lot of doctors and nurses, but there also 
arc a lot of supporting personnel." 


Mrs. Cassara said most teens volun- 


teer for two summers, possibly working 
behind the scene the first year and with 
patients the second summer. She said six 
students have worked more than 500 vol- 
unteer hours for the hospital, "which Is a 
lot when you consider this is part-time 
during the summer or after school." 


The 200 volunteers are mostly girls, ex- 


ccpt for six boys in the program. Mrs. 
Cassara said she encourages boys to vol. 
untecr for hospital work, but older teen- 
age boys usually want paying jobs. 


The 14-year-old workers are 
not 


allowed to work on the patients' floors 
and are assigned to the reception areas, 
dietary department, supply room and 
pharmacy.

and Fred H. Zajonc, support Centner and 
both yesterday denounced the efforts of 
the Republican board members to oust 
the police chief. 


"I DON'T THINK our problems are 


any worse than anywhere else In the 
area," Zajonc said. "In fact, they are 
better." 


Both he and Brown referred to the 


meeting last week between tho trustees 
and Centner as "an inquisition." 


The village board will meet in execu- 


tive session Thursday night to discuss 
personnel, and Centner is expected to at- 
tend the meeting. No formal action can 
be taken during executive session; the 
official decision is expected to be made 
at next Monday's village board meeting. 


The GOP trustees' opposition to Cent- 


ner, as indicated in the Shaw-Guss state- 
ment, concerns mainly his adminis- 
trative abilities and law enforcement tac- 
tics.

THE REPUBLICANS have expressed 


a desire to replace Center with a police 
chief from outside the community, rather 
than promoting from within the police 
department. 


The Shaw-Guss statement called for "a 


blue ribbon search committee to begin a 
nationwide search" for a new chief. The 
committee would include the three Pala- 
tine Police and fire Commission members 
recently appointed by Jones — Paul 
Jung (chairman), Gray M. Sanborn and 
Roger Mick — plus other village resi- 
dents to bo named by the village presi- 
dent.

Police lawsuit 
hearing today 


Attorneys for- the Village of Palatine 


and 18 Palatine policemen will try to 
reach an out-of-court settlement today, 
when a police-initiated suit comes up for 
its first court hearing at 10 a.m. in Cook 
County Circuit Court. 


The lawsuit, filed in April, charges the 


three-man village Police and Fire Com- 
mission with unfairly administering a 
promotion test for one sergeant position 
given on March 24. 


Since the suit was filed, Palatine Vil- 


lage Pres. Wendell Jones has appointed 
three new commissioners to replace the 
members named in the suit, Walter So- 
roka, William Holland and George Helnc- 
mann. The new Police and Fire Commis- 
sion is Fire Commission is headed by 
Paul Jung, with Gray M. Sanborn and 
Roger Mick. 


Today's hearing will be in the court of 


Judge Edward F. Hcaly in the Chicago 
Civic Center. 


Palatine Police Chief Robert R. Cent- 


ner was listed in the suit for allegedly 
helping grade the promotion exam- 
inations. Policemen who took the test 
said it was designed for machine grad- 
ing.

Garbage bags 
to stay free 
despite plea 


Palatine village trustees this week 


reaffirmed their intention to provide free 
garbage bags to homeowners despite a 
warning by one trustee that free dis- 
tribution of the bags could put the village 
on shaky legal ground. 


Trustee Fred H. Zajonc, who voted for 


the free distribution last week, said Mon- 
day night he had reconsidered the plan 
and is fearful that the village could be 
sued if it provides bags to homeowners 
at no charge. 


He suggested as an alternative that the 


village lower next year's tax rate to pro- 
vide across-the-board tax relief. 


The free bag distribution was sug- 


gested last week by Trustee Richard W. 
Foote as a means of refunding the 
equivalent of last year's increase in the 
local tax rate. 


The increase amounted to 6 cent per 


$100 assessed valuation, or $6 for a house 
assessed at $10,000. 


ZAJONC SAID that by providing free 


bags only to homeowners, the village 
could be charged with discrimination by 
other taxpayers, notably 
businessmen 


and apartment building owners. 


"There's a very serious liability here," 


he cautioned. 


Homeowners constitute 40 per cent of 


the taxpayers in Palatine, and providing 
free bags to them would cost the village 
$72,000. The remaining 60 per cent of the 
taxpayers, Zajonc said, could hold the 
village liable for their share of the tax 
refund - $108,000. 


He suggested that the village board 


scrap its plan to provide free bags, and 
instead lower next year's tax rate by 12 
cents, rather than the proposed decrease 
of 6 cents. 


THE SUGGESTION was referred to 


the administration, finance and legisla- 
tion committee for study. 


However, immediately after referring 


it, the trustees reaffirmed the free bag 
a l t e r n a t i v e . Zajonc was joined by 
Trustees Clayton W. Brown and James 
L. Shaw in opposing the bag distribution, 
but the 3-3 tie was broken by Village 
Pres. Wendell E. Jones. 


Jones and other Republican members 


of the village board had pledged during 
the recent election campaign to refund in 
cash the equivalent of last year's tax in- 
crease, but the expense involved In pro- 
cessing the refunds was considered pro- 
hibitively high.

Gas shortage debates rage while stations feel pinch

The debates continue among thoso who 


doubt (ho major oil companies' claims of 
a gasoline shortage, but the pinch Is on, 
according to a survey of local service 
stations. 


Early closings, reduced allotments of 


gasoline from their suppliers, and In 
many coses a reduction to six-day ser- 
vice are among the effects being felt by 
local stations duo to tho shortage. 


"We've been closing early on week- 


days and we're closed completely on 
Sundays." says Ron Sessions, owner of 
A-l Arlington 78. In Arlington Heights. 
"Union Oil would probably prefer that I 
not close on Sundays, but I'm given only 
a certain amount of gas I can buy and 
I'm not getting enough to stay open on 
Sunday." 


Sunday closings are also reported at 


Palatine Arco and Bob's Phillips 66 In 
Arlington Heights. Lou Brlcholto of Ar- 
lington Heights Gulf said ho has begun 
closing his station early on Sundays and 


an hour earlier on weekdays to conserve 
his gas supply. 


"I COULD CLOSE if I wanted to on 


Sundays, but Instead, I'm closing an hour 
earlier each day at 10 p.m. Instead of 11 
p.m./' Brlchctto said. "I'm only allowed 
1,000 gallons on Sundays, although I 
pump 3,000 gallons a day on weekdays. 


Brlchctto said early closing on Sundays 


is necessary for him because his gasoline 
deliveries are not made until Wednes- 
days. Tho deliveries come from the south 
side of Chicago, Brichctto said, so In or- 
der to assure his gas supply from Sunday 
to Wednesday, tho early Sunday closing 
was started. 


"I'm only being affected on Sunday," 


he said. "The only problem I can sec 
with tho shortage is I have to cut down 
my help from six days to five days." 


Other station owners, however, have 


been more directly affected. The Clark 
gas station in Rolling Meadows, like oth- 
er Clark stations, is closing at midnight. 


"Clark has been limiting the amount of 
gas for stations," said Bob Davis, an em- 
ploye at the station. 


AI Mazzuca, owner of Al's Enco m 


Rolling Meadows, said he has been limit- 
ed since June 1 In the amount of gas he 
can buy from the company.'The same is 
true for all area Enco stations, he said. 
The Shell Oil company also began limit- 
ing its outlets on the amount of gas they 
purchase, according to Terry Masterson, 
owner of Arlington-Central Shell. 


FOR MASTERSON. however, the ef- 


fects of the shortage have been lessened 
because of a reduction in business due to 
road 
construction at the Arlington 


Heights Road-Central Road intersection 
where his station is located. 


Business at the station was down al- 


most 60 per cent during the 15 months of 
constriction recently completed at the 
intersection, according to Masterson. Bill 
Seller, owner of Arlington Citgo, located 
at the same intersection, experienced the 


same drop in business, and consequently 
has not yet been hurt by the shortage. 


"I've got all the gas I need," Seller 


said. "I'm hoping to get back the custom 
crs. We are on an allocatio as of June 1, 
though," Seller said the limiting has 
been ordered for all Citgo stations in the 
area. 


All the owners said that despite the 


limits being ordered by the oil com- 
panies, they have not issued limits on the 
number of gallons customers may buy. 
"I am not limiting the customers, but I'm 
not taking on any more commercial ac- 
counts (independent stations) because I 
can just supply the ones I'm under con- 
tract with now,1' Sessions said. 


Rich Hilburn, owner of Algonquin and 


Wilke Standard in Rolling Meadows, said 
although he is also on a gas allotment 
limit, he "would never" limit the amount 
a customer could buy. "I would either 
close early or close on Sundays if it 
came to that," he safd. . 


HOWEVER, Brichetto's Gulf station 


has placed limits on the number of gal- 
lons Chicago customers can buy. "I'm 
not letting people from Chicago get fill- 
ups," he said. He said this is because 
they are not his regular customers nor 
are they likely to be future customers. 
Travelers from out-of-town are being 
permitted to fill up their tanks, Brichetto 
added. 


Station owners said prices for the most 


part have not yet been affected by the 
shortage. "I haven't raised my prices at 
all," Hilburn said. Seller said the cost of 
gas to him has been increased one cent 
per gallon but he has not passed on the 
increase to his customers. 


Masterson said as long as the Presi- 


dent's price freeze is in effect, gas prices 
will not climb in the next two months, 
but Robert Hutson, owner of Bob's Phil- 
lips 66, said he "would not want to specu- 
late" on the future of gas prices. 


Differing opinions are also expressed 


on the future outlook of the gas supply 
situation. "According to some of the 
Union 76 representatives, it's going to be " 
like this until the end of July," Sessions 
said. "They say it's supposed to get bet- 
ter after that." 
"I'm okay unless something drastic 


happens," Brichetto said. "I will get 
more gas by October." 


"THERE'S A SHORTAGE but it's not 


a crisis," according to Hilburn. "I think 
it will come down to how much the con- 
sumer will have to pay. I've been told 
this will remain the same for quite a 
while." 


More pessimistic is Masterson, who 


says "they estimate that this will go on 
for five years." 


"Nobody knows," Seller said of the 


length of the shortage. "You ask people 
that question and nobody seems to know 
the answer."

Colfax Street bids in; 
repairs may start soon 


The long-awaited repairs on W. Colfax 


Street in Palatine may be started this 
summer. 


Bids were opened this week on the 


road widening and Improvement project, 
and surprisingly came in lower than the 
cost which had been estimated more 
than two years ago. 


The village board did not award bids, 


however, pending a review of the entire 
project as requested by one trustee. 


The trustee, Bryan P. Coughlln Jr., ac- 


cused other board members of mis- 
leading him into believing major changes 
could be made in the project, such as 
retaining the present two lanes rather 
than expanding the road to four lanes, 
after bids were received. 


OTHER TRUSTEES, however, ap- 


peared willing to go along with the pre- 
sent plans, which were approved by the 
previous village board. 


The plans call for widening Colfax 


from two to four lanes between Smith 
Street and Quentin Road, and for in- 
stalling lights, sidewalks, storm sewers, 
curbs and gutters. 


Thirty per cent of the JU million cost 


of the project will be borne by Colfax 
Street property owners; the remainder 
will be provided by the village. 


THE IMPROVEMENT of Colfax Street 


is expected to help ease traffic problems 
around the commuter station at Smith 
and Colfax. 


Low bid on the project was submitted 


by Rock Road Construction Co., Des 
Plaines, at $1,319,183.50, with an alterna- 
tive bid of $1,341,760.50. The only other 
bidder was Rossetti Contracting Corp. 
Inc., Rolling Meadows, at $1,348,034.95. 


Low bid on installation of a traffic sig- 


nal at Smith and Colfax was submitted 
by Hecker and Co. Inc., Des Plaines, at 
$44,455.40. Three other bids ranged up to 
$48,147. 


Firemen to get new 352,000 pumper 


The Palatine Fire Department will 


soon be getting a new fire engine. 


Village trustees this week agreed to 


purchase the $12,000 pumper after haggl- 
ing over how to finance it. 


Republican trustees, who constitute a 


majority of the village board, had sug- 
gested during the recent election cam- 
paign that the truck be paid for over a 
three-year period, to free up funds for 
other uses. 


They backed down from that position 


this week, however, when Village Mgr. 
Bcrton G. Braun indicated that the in- 
stallment purchase would add $13,000 to 
the price. 


Trustee Fred H. Zajonc, a member of 


the Village Independent Party, told the 
GOP trustees: "I know you all made a 
big promise." 


Noting the high cost of fulfilling that 


promise, however, he suggested that the 
truck be purchased in one lump sum 
"and let's forget the whole thing." 


The other trustees agreed to purchase 


the pumper from Illinois FWD Truck & 
Equipment Co., Rosemont, Immediately 
rather than over a three-year period. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonte, however, 


pointed out that the action should not be 
interpreted to suggest that time payment 
is not a good way to make purchases. 


The new fire truck is expected to be 


available in 90 days. The fire department 
currently has three pumpers.

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Approval of $46,000 must come from council 
Motor fuel tax funds sought 
for street, sidewalk repair 


An expenditure of $18,000 from motor 


fuel tax funds is being sought by the 
Rolling Meadows Public Works com- 
mittee for street and sidewalk repairs 
scheduled this year In tlm city. 


The funds will come from a portion of 


the city's 1971 motor fuel tax funds dis- 
tributed by tho state. Approval of the ex- 
penditure must come from tho city coun- 
cil. 


Tho repairs are part of to city's yearly 


street maintenance work program. More 
than 20,000 feet of nvcmcnt will be 
worked on this year, figures show. Sec- 
tions of 10 streets arc slated for work. 


Public Works Assistant Supt. Dick 


Martin said most of tho work will involve 
scaling cracks In streets with a sub- 
stance to prevent further cracking and 
the seepage of water Into pavement. 


Work will not begin until approval of 


the funding Is granted by the city coun- 
cil.

Vandalism has been running rampant 


In the Rolling Meadows Park District 
recently, defeating efforts to beautify the 
parks and resulting in a waste of tax- 
payers' dollars. 


Damage to park property caused by 


vandalism during the last month Is esti- 
mated at S2,500 by Stove Person, super- 
intendent of parks and recreation. 


Tho vandals are fairly Indiscriminate, 


destroying anything they can find. New 
bushes have been trampled, flower beds 
torn out, windows and light fixtures bro- 
ken by rocks and BBs, bridges have had 
planks torn out and the tarps at the ten- 
nis courts have been destroyed. 


All the vandalism adds up to extra

man hours In repairs and doing things 
over again. 


MOST OF THE vandalism isn't costly 


in and of itself but when lumped together 
the cost mounts, according to Person. 


The warm weather and closing of 


school always lead to an upswing in park 
vandalism but Person thinks vandalism 
is taking an even higher toll this year. 


Vandalism goes in cycles and right 


now the park district is going through a 
rowdy cycle, said Person. 


"It (vandalism) Is demoralizing to the 


maintenance department. They spend so 
much time trying to make the parks look 
good only to have their efforts de- 
stroyed," said Person. 


"It is hard enough to keep the parks 


looking nice because they are on flood 
plains and then when you have to take 
time out to do these things (repairs) it is 
almost impossible," said Person. 


Person estimates an average of at 


least 10 hours a week is spent in repair- 
ing damage done to park property. 


Maintenance crews survey the park 


property each day looking for damage 
caused by vandals. A weekend report on 
vandalism is made to Person who is 
keeping tab of the costs caused by van- 
dalism so ho can present a year-end re- 
port to taxpayers. 


HARDEST HIT BY vandals are Kim- 


bill Hill and Campbell Street parks. Van- 
dalism to the sports complex is relatively 
low because there Is constant supervision 
of the complex and It is locked up at 
night when most of the vandalism Is be- 
lieved to occur. 


Person doesn't believe the vandals are 


singling out the park district but feels it 
is hit because it is so easily accessible. 


In an effort to curb the vandalism, the 


park board entered into a $10,000 con- 
tract with the Rolling Meadows Police 
Department this year for stepped up pa- 
trollng of the parks and the sports com- 
plex. 


But, vandals are hard to catch. In the 


year Person has been superintendent 
only one vandal has been caught. The

Police still 
looking for 
Mrs. Edfors 


Police still have no clues as to the 


whereabouts of Mrs. Elaine Edfors, the 
accused murderer who escaped from El- 
gin State Hospital Saturday. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. 


Case said yesterday there is "no word of 
her yet." Case said police are continuing 
to look for the Rolling Meadows woman, 
who is accused of the double murders of 
her young daughters Feb. 26. 


Mrs. Edfors had been ordered com- 


mitted to the state mental hospital April 
2 by Circuit Court Judge Lewis Garippo, 
who ruled she was insane and unable to 
stand trial. Hospital officials reported 
her escape Saturday afternoon through a 
statewide police bulletin. 


NANCY MOSES, public information of- 


ficer for the Department of Mental 
Health in the Chicago area, said yester- 
day Mrs. Edfors apparently escaped 
from the hospital after obtaining a pass 
from another patient 


"She somehow obtained a pass from 


another patient either by theft, force, or 
it may have been given to her," Mrs. 
Moses said. 


"An aide who was on duty in her unit 


was filling in -for someone, apparently 
did not know her and didn't connect her 
with the name on the pass, and let her 
out of the unit," Mrs. Moses said. 


She said the circumstances of the es- 


cape are still under investigation. 


Mrs. Moses called the escape "an un- 


usual case" that does not happen 
frequently at the hospital. She said Mrs. 
Edfors normally was not allowed passes 
from her ward because the hospital "has 
a firm policy that people with criminal 
backgrounds are not allowed passes." 
She said Mrs. Edfors' escape is being 
listed as an "unauthorized absence." 


She added that no evidence has been 


found yet of force being used on any 
patient to obtain the pass. "It is possible 
(hat a patient in a depressed state could 
have given her the pass if she asked for 
it," Mrs. Moses said. 


MRS. EDFORS, a petite, dark-haired 


woman, had been charged by police for 
the murders of her daughters Pamela, 8, 
and Debbie, 9. The girls were found Feb. 
26 by their father Thomas in their home 
at 3600 Jay Lane in Rolling Meadows. 
They had apparently been bludgeoned to 
death with a hammer. 


Mrs. Edfors was found lying uncon- 


scious 
beside 
them with 
apparent 


self-inflicted cuts on her wrists and 
throat. 


Rolling Meadows Police Capt. Ralph. 


Evans said yesterday Thomas Edfors. 
had been notified by both police and hos- 
pital officials of his wife's escape. Edfors' 
and his 6-yearold son have moved from 
Rolling Meadows and are now living in

"I COULD CLOSE If I wanted to on 


Sundays, but Instead, I'm closing an hour 
earlier each day at 10 p.m. Instead of 11 
p.m.," Brlchctto said. "I'm only allowed 
1,000 
gallons on Sundays, although I 


pump 3,000 gallons a day on weekdays. 


Brlchctto said early closing on Sundays 


is necessary for him because his gasoline 
deliveries ore not mado until Wednes- 
days. The deliveries come from the south 
side of Chicago, Brichetto said, so In or- 
der to assure his gas supply from Sunday 
to Wednesday, the early Sunday closing 
was started. 


"I'm only being affected on Sunday," 


he said. "The only problem I can see 
with the shortage Is I have to cut down 
my help from six days to five days." 


Other station owners, however, have 


been more directly affected. The Clark 
gas station In Rolling Meadows, like oth- 
er Clark stations, Is closing at midnight._ 


"Clark has been limiting the amount of 
gas for stations," said Bob Davis, an em- 
ploye at the station. 


Al Mazzuca, owner of Al's Enco m 


Rolling Meadows, said he has been limit- 
ed since June 1 in the amount of gas he 
can buy from the company. The same is 
true for all area Enco stations, he said. 
The Shell Oil company also began limit- 
ing Its outlets on the amount of gas they 
purchase, according to Terry Masterson, 
owner of Arlington-Central Shell. 


FOR MASTERSON, however, the ef- 


fects of the shortage have been lessened 
because of a reduction in business due to 
road 
construction at the 
Arlington 


Heights Road-Central Road intersection 
where his station Is located. 


Business at the station was down al- 


most GO per cent during the 15 months of 
construction recently completed at the 
Intersection, according to Masterson. Bill 
Seller, owner of Arlington Cltgo, located 
at the same intersection, experienced the 


same drop in business, and consequently 
has not yet been hurt by the shortage. 


"I've got all the gas I need," Seller 


said. "I'm hoping to get back the custom 
crs. We are on an allocatlo as of June 1, 
though," Seller said the limiting has 
been ordered for all Citgo stations In the 
area. 


All the owners said that despite the 


limits being ordered by the oil com- 
panies, they have not issued limits on the 
number of gallons customers may buy. 
"I am not limiting the customers, but I'm 
not taking on any more commercial ac- 
counts (Independent stations) because I 
can just supply the ones I'm under con- 
tract with now," Sessions said. 


Rich Hllburn, owner of Algonquin and 


Wllke Standard in Rolling Meadows, said 
although he is also on a gas allotment 
limit, he "would never" limit the amount 
a customer could buy. "I would either 
close early or close on Sundays If it 
came to that," he said. 


HOWEVER, Brlchetto's Gulf station 
has placed limits on the number of gal- 
lons Chicago customers can buy. "I'm 
not letting people from Chicago get fill- 
ups," he said. He said this is because 
they are not his regular customers nor 
are they likely to be future customers. 
Travelers from out-of-town are being 
permitted to fill up their tanks, Brichelo 
added. 


Station owners said prices for the most 


part have not yet been affected by the 
shortage. "I haven't raised my prices at 
all," Hllburn said. Seller said the cost of 
gas to him has been Increased one cent 
per gallon but he has not passed on tip 
increase to his customers. 


Masterson said as long as the Presi- 


dent's price freeze is In effect, gas prices 
will not climb in the next two months, 
but Robert Hutson, owner of Bob's Phil- 
lips 66, said he "would not want to specu- 
late" on the future of gas prices.

Differing opinions are also expressed 


on the future outlook of the gas supply 
situation. "According to some of the 
Union 76 representatives, It's going to be 
like this until the end of July," Sessions 
said. "They say it's supposed to get bet- 
ter after that." 


"I'm okay unless something drastic 


happens," Brichetto said. "I will get 
more gas by October." 


"THERE'S A SHORTAGE but it's not 


a crisis," according to Hllburn. "I think 
it will come down to how much the con- 
sumer will have to pay. I've been told 
this will remain the same for quite a 
wlille." 


More pessimistic is Masterson, who 


says "they estimate that this will go on 
for five years." 


"Nobody knows," Seller said of the 


length of the shortage. "You ask people 
that question and nobody seems to know 
the answer."

opment, particularly in unincorporated 
areas, the rural district now includes 
several subdivisions, and those home- 
owners, mostly concentrated in the 
northeastern part of the township, say 
there Is a soro need for parks In the 
area. 


THEIR SOLUTION HAS been the 


takeover of the rural park district. Park 
commissioners can levy taxes amounting 
to 10 cents per $100 assessed valuation, 
nnd the new commissioners are setting 
their budget at that limit. A recreational 
levy of 7Vj cents per $100 can also be 
levied without voter approval, plus the 
sale of revenue-producing bonds equal to 
1 per cent of the park district's assessed 
valuation. 


Until this year, the park district levied 


Just enough taxes to bring in an Income 
of $1,400, enough to retain an attorney 
and pay election expenses. That amount- 
ed to less than Vi cent per $100 equalized 
assessed valuation or 40 cents per $10,000 
assessed valuation for the average home- 
owner. 


Residents outside the throe major sub- 


divisions have complained bitterly about 
the tax hike, claiming they will realize 
little benefit for the taxes. The new com- 
missioners tentatively plan to start their 
park-purchasing program near the north- 
eastern subdivisions where most of the 
park district's population Is concen- 
trated. 


Plum Grove Estates residents arc 


pawing petitions to dlsanncx their subdi- 
vision from the rural park district, be- 
cause they already have their own recre- 
ational facilities. 


State to take out options 
on driver testing sites 
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Options to buy a site for a new North- 


west suburban driver testing station will 
be taken out sometime this week by the 
Illinois Secretary of State's Office, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the office 
yesterday. 


The options, to be put on two or three 


undisclosed sites, wiU freeze the selling 
price of the land so the state can in- 
vestigate soil conditions and other pos- 
sible problems of the locations. 


One site with a relatively-low pricetag 


of $12,000 per acre is far removed from 
sewer hookups with the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, creating extra ex- 
penses above the cost of the land itself. 
Five other sites have been examined and 
recommended by a three-man search 
committee appointed by former Sec. of 
State John W. Lewis, a Republican. 


Now, Democrat Sec. of State Michael 


J. Hewlett will choose which site to buy 
based on investigations by his staff, ac- 
cording to spokesman Marty McLaughlin 
in the Secretary of State's office. The 
staff members started their investigation 
with the list of sites submitted by the 
local committee. That site selection com- 
mittee included chairman 0. V. Ander- 
son of Arlington Heights, Howard I. 01- 
sen, Palatine, and Robert W. Burrow of 
Palatine. 


More than a year ago, the state took 


out an option on a 40-acre site west of 
Palatine on Quentin Road between Dun- 
dee Road and Northwest Highway. That 
.site was dropped partly because it was 
found to have serious soil limitations for 
construction. 


The driver testing station will include 


driving lanes for the behlnd-the-whcel 


portion of the test. The state appro- 
priated $5 million last year to build the 
new testing station in this area. Elgin 
and Lomb rd are currently the nearest 
driver testing locations in operation.

rience to the committee. 


Also on the committee is Michael Red- 


mond, a member of the village plan com- 
mission and assistant administrator of 
Weiss Memorial Hospital In Chicago. 
Jerry Ucgulsnc. n nurse and president of 
tho village board of health, is the third 
committee member with a medical re- 
lated background. 


The other committee members arc 


Richard Itcgan. chairman of the plan 
commission, and Halph Lycrla, a village 
trustee who will represent the board. 


While four of the committee members 


already were active In village govern- 
ment. Awabdy and his background were 
unknown to officials until ho submitted a 
resume volunteering for the committee 
post. Mayor Virginia llaytcr expressed 
special pleasure in appointing him Mon- 
day. 


AWABDY IS A native of Horns, Syria, 


and has lived in the United States since 
1963. Ha expects to receive citizenship In 
two to four months. 


He came to this country with a bach- 


elors degree In architecture, and in 1970 
received a masters degree In the same 
field from Texas A&M University at Col- 
lege Station. 


While In Texas, Awabdy worked In the 


architectural office of the Texas Depart- 
ment of Corrections and In the Physical 
Plant Department of Texas A&M. He 
also worked for the Harrow Corp., in Col- 
lege Station. 


Since then, Awabdy has designed and 


planned several medical facilities. While 
with tho Janscn & Halstcad firm of ar- 
chitects and engineers in Chicago, he 
was involved In planning DuPoge Me- 
morial Hospital and Chicago State Men- 
tal Health facilities. As an employe of 
Bcrtrand Goldberg Associates of Chi- 
cago, he worked up site plans and pre- 
sentations for Peter Bent Brigham Hos- 
pital in Boston and drawings for the 
Women's Hospital and Psychiatric In- 
stitute of Chicago. He also was job cap- 
tain of tho Stony Brook Health Sciences 
Center In New York City.

AMI "recognizes a need In tho area for 
emergency service," and the day sur- 
gery facility will allow patients to under- 
go minor operations without admitting 
themselves for an overnight stay, he 
said.

Mrs. Edfors had been ordered com- 


mitted to the state mental hospital April 
2 by Circuit Court Judge Lewis Gnrlppo, 
who ruled she was Insane and unable to 
stand trial. Hospital officials reported 
her escape Saturday afternoon through a 


statewide police bulletin. 


NANCY MOSES, public information of- 


fleer for the Department of Mental 
Health In the Chicago area, said yester- 
day Mrs. Edfors apparently escaped 
from the hospital after obtaining a pass 
from another patient. 


"She somehow obtained a pass from 


another patient either by theft, force, or 
it may have been given to her," Mrs. 
Moses said. 


"An aide who was on duty in her unit 


was filling in for someone, apparently 
did not know her and didn't connect her 
with the name on the pass, and let her 
out of the unit," Mrs. Moses said. 


She said the circumstances of the es- 


cape are still under investigation. 


Mrs. Moses called the escape "an un- 


usual case" that does not happen 
frequently at the hospital. She said Mrs. 
Edfors normally was not allowed passes 
from her ward because the hospital "has 
a firm policy that people with criminal 
backgrounds are not allowed passes." 
She said Mrs. Edfors' escape is being 
listed as an "unauthorized absence." 


She added that no evidence has been 


found yet of force being used on any 
patient to obtain the pass. "It is possible 
that a patient in a depressed state could 
have given her the pass if she asked for 
it," Mrs. Moses said. 


MRS. 
EDFORS, a petite, dark-hatred 


woman, had been charged by police for 
the murders of her daughters Pamela, 8, 
and Debbie, 9. The girls were found Feb. 
26 by their father Thomas in their home 
at 3600 Jay Lane in Rolling Meadows. 
They had apparently been bludgeoned to 
death with a hammer. 


Mrs. Edfors was found lying uncon- 


scious 
beside 
them 
with 
apparent 


self-inflicted cuts on her wrists and 
throat. 


Rolling Meadows Police Capt. Ralph 


Evans said yesterday Thomas Edfors 
had been notified by both police and hos- 
oital officials of his wife's escape. Edfors 


and his 6-year-old son have moved from 
Rolling Meadows and are now living in 
the Chicago metropolitan area, Evans 
said. 


Evans also said the hospital would not 


release a description of the clothing Mrs. 
Edfors was wearing at the time of her 
escape. He said patients at the hospital 
usually wear gray-colored uniforms, but 
he noted that she had civilian clothing In 
her possession while at the hospital. 


Hospital officials have declined any 


comment on the escape because they 
have said such disclosures would violate 
state mental health laws regarding the 
confidentiality of patients.

Erviti rehired ivith 3-yr. 
contract., 8% pay increase

"A new era of tranquillty and coopera- 


tion" was promised by members of Ihc 
Elk Grovo Township Dlst. SO school 
board after Monday's review of Supt. 
James Ervltl's contract. 


By a 4-1 vote, the board approved a 


new three-year contract for Ervltl with 
an 8 per cent pay raise. The new con- 
tract runs through July 1, 1076, with nn 
annual salary of $.11.970. 


Two board members. President Allen 


Sparks and Secretary Judy Znncn, were 
absent. The contract was approved after 
n long executive session by tho board. 


ERVITI still had two years to serve on 


his old contract. Tho renewal and one- 
year cxlcnilon of the new contract was 
scon by Iward members as a strong vote 
of confidence for Ervltl. 


Board member Al Domnnlco said, "Ho 


(Erviti) has got to stay and we (tho 
board) want him to stay." 


Emit Bnhnmnlcr, recently elected to 


the school board, said It was lime the 
district "got back to the business of edu- 
cating children." 


TIIK NEW CONTRACT cnmc as a sur- 


prise In some members of the audience. 
Reportedly, tho board was only going to 
give Ervltl an 8 per cent raise for the 
remaining two years of his contract. The 
board was, In effect, giving Ervltl a 
"hunting license" — ho was to work as 
superintendent, but was to begin hunting 
for o new job. 


Erviti had no comment on his new con- 


tract. In regard to board cooperation, he 
said board members had been working 
together better recently than they had In 
the past. 


Erwln Poklackl, who cast the only dis- 


senting vote on the new contract, appar- 
ently docs not fully subscribe to the new 
harmony between the board and Erviti. 


"I voted against tho contract because I 


was against tho renewal," said Poklackl. 
"I think we should have a new superin- 
tendent." 


Poklackl would not say why ho would 


prefer Erviti to leave the district. "I 
can't say why ho shouldn't be superin- 
tendent. This involves his reputation," he 
said. 


Monday's action settles a two-month 


dispute on tho board's earlier motion to 
grant Ervltl a 10 per cent raise for the 
remaining two years of his contract. 


ON APRIL 13, the day before the 


school board election, the board (In a 
special meeting) approved the 10 per 
cent raise by a sharply divided 4-3 vote. 


Opposing the ralso in April were Pok- 


lackl, Gerald Smiley and Mrs. Zanca. 


The action Immediately touched off a 


controversy on the board's legal and eth- 
ical conduct. 


Mrs. Zanca and Nltn Stamm, a recent 


critic of the school board and adminis- 
tration, contended the notice of the April 
meeting did not meet all legal require- 
ments. 


No copy of the notice was posted on the

"A now era of tranqulllty and coopera- 


tion" was promised by members of the 
Elk Grovo Township Dlst.

James Ervlli's contract. 


lly a 4-1 vote, tlie Ixiard approved a 


new three-year contract for Ervlll with 
nn n per cent pny raise. The new con- 
tract runs through July 1, 1976, with an 
annual salary of $33,970. 


Two board members, President Allen 


Sparks and Secretary Judy Zanca, were 
absent. The contract was approved after 
a long executive session by the board. 


KIlVITI still had two years to serve on 


his old contract. The renewal and one- 
year extension of I ho new contract was 
seen by board members as a strong voto 
of confidence for Ervltl. 


Board member Al Domanlco said, "Ho 


(Ervltl) has Rot to stay and we (tho 
board) want him to stay." 


Em!I Hnhnmnler, recently elected to 


the school board, said It was time tho 
district "got back to tho business of edu- 
cating children." 


TIIK NEW CONTRACT cnmo as a sur- 


prise to some members of the audience. 
Reportedly, the board was only going to 
plvc Ervltl an 8 per cent raise for the 
remaining two years of his contract. The 
bnnrd was. In effect, giving Ervltl a 
"hunting license" — ho was to work as 
superintendent, but was to begin hunting 
for n new job. 


Ervlll had no comment on his new con- 


tract. In regard to board cooperation, he 
said board members had been working 
together better recently than they had in 
I lit- past. 


Erwln Poklncki, who cast the only dis- 


senting voto on the now contract, appar- 
ently docs not fully subscribe to the new 
h.'irmany between the board and Ervltl. 


"I voted against the contract because I 


was against the renewal," said Poklackl. 
"I think wo should have a new superin- 
tendent." 


Poklackl would not say why he would 


prefer Erviti to leave the district. "I 
can't say why he shouldn't be superin- 
tendent. This involves his reputation," ho 
snld. 


Monday's action settles a two-month 


dispute on tho board's earlier motion to 
grant Erviti a 10 per cent raise for tho 
remaining two years of his contract. 


(IN Al'ltlt. 1.1. tho day before tho 


school (ward election, tho hoard (In a 
special meeting) approved the ID per 
cent raise by n sharply divided 4-3 vote. 


Opposing the raise in April were Pok- 


lncki, Gcrnld Smiley and Mrs. Zanca. 


The action immediately touched off a 


controversy on the board's legal and eth- 
ical conduct. 


Mrs. Zanca nnd Nltn Stamm, a recent 


critic of the school board and adminis- 
tration, contended the notice of the April 


meeting did not meet all legal require- 
ments. 


No copy of the notice was posted on the 


door of the administration building and 
different notices of the meeting were 
sent to board members and the press. 


The board was also criticized because 


two of tho four members who voted for 
the raise, Harry Peterson and Sharrlo 
Hlldcbrandt, were "lame ducks." Their 
terms were expiring, they did not seek 
reelection and they were replaced on the 
board three days after the 10 per cent 
raise was approved. 


THE STATE'S attorney's office had 


been consulted by the board and Mrs. 
Stamm on the legality of tho April 13 
meeting. To date, the state's attorney 
has issued no opinion or taken any ac- 
tion. The board action Monday, however, 
makes any question of the legality of the 
April action academic. 


At Monday's meeting, Smiley switched 


his vote from his action at the April 
meeting. 


In April, he had opposed the 10 per 


cent raise, unsuccessfully trying to get it 
reduced to a two per cent raise. 


Monday, Smiley was the one who made

Local politics? 
He's seen it all 


Homeowner Lindsey packing it in after 5x/2 years 


POLITICAL MAVERICK and former 
head of the Arlington Terrace Home- 
owners Associates, Alfred J. Lindsey 
is leaving behind him three years of 
skirmishes with Arlington Heights' 
political establishment. Deeply in- 
volved in the Arlington 
Heights 


Caucus and in the fight over low and 
moderate income housing, Lindsoy 
will move to Florida at the end of the 
month.

Al Lindsey is a happy warrior. 
He likes to laugh at Arlington Heights 


politics. But it's a laugh that belles a 
desire, and in many cases the power to 
influence the political decisions that 
touch his coalition of activist home- 
owners. 


Looked on as almost a Rasputin by 


members of Arlington Heights' closely 
knit political establishment, Lindsey In 
three years built his grass roots organi- 
zation of Arlington Terrace homeowners 
into a force that bent the shape of the 
last two village elections. 


AFTER 5tt YEARS, Lindsey leaves 


Arlington Heights at the end of the 
month for a new home in Pompano 
Beach, Fla. In an interview last week, he 
took a few parting shots at the village 


Amphitheater for Pioneer Park? 


The proposed retention basin at Pio-

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Novak-Carlson & Associates, told the 
board last night, "There is no limit to 
what you can put inside the site." 


The new proposal calls for a basin, for 


temporarily 
retaining storm 
water, 


shallower but over a larger area than the 
plans submitted by the Peterson study 
for the Arlington Heights Flood Commis- 
sion. 


The new basin plans would have an 


eight-foot depth over eight acres of the 
park. The sloping grade of the basin and 
the flat bottom would enable utilization 
of the interior for a number of recrea- 
tional uses, Elkin said. 


A combination running track and Ice 


rink was another possibility forwarded 
by Elkin. 


Objections from the board centered 


about the amount of storm water left 
standing in tho area after a heavy rain. 


ELKIN SAID the proposed pumping fa- 


cilities would clear four feet of standing 
water in about three days. The land after 
that period would dry enough for use as 
a recreation site, he said. 


He said he doubted if the basin would 


ever be filled to Its eight-foot level, ad- 
ding, "If we ever have a situation where 
we get that amount of water in there, the 
entire village Is going to be in trouble, 
not just Pioneer Park." 


Park Commissioner Bruce Everly said, 


"Tho problem we're dealing with is 
whether we're going to have a big mud 
flat when we're finished." 


Elkln estimated the cost of the entire 


project including pumping fixtures, con- 
struction and rcsodding in the neighbor- 
hood of $600,000. 


In other action, the commissioner 


voted to name the five-acre park on Fer- 
nandez just off Victoria Lane as King's 
Bridge Arboretum. 


and the people who run It. 


"Foremost is the lack of planning in 


what we're doing. A developer comes in 
and makes an appeal to a board to 
change the character of a neighborhood 
by changing the zoning because he wants 
to make money. 


"And I don't blame him for that, it's 


his job. But we as residents have to be 
vigilant to protect ourselves," he said. 


It was homeowners' fury over the pro- 


posed rczoning of land next to St. Viator 
High School for low and moderate in- 
come housing three years ago that cata- 
pulted Lindsey into the political arena. 


TODAY, WITH a court test of the vil- 


lage board's decision not to grant the Vi- 
ator rezonlng expected by the end of 
July, Lindsey says the Issue Is still 
strong in the minds of the public. 


"The forces that fought the Viator pro- 


posal would appear again today, as 
strong as ever. People that you (a news- 
paper) don't even hear about, people I 
meet in business are still thinking and 
talking about it." 


Lindsey says his opposition to the con- 


troversial housing proposal was misun- 
derstood by many and misrepresented at 
the time of the stormy public hearings on 
the development. 


"People think I was categorically op- 


posed to low income housing, but I al- 
ways said there's a place for it. If some- 
body wants to build it where it is proper- 
ly zoned, they shouldn't be stopped. 


"I know what it Is to be poor and being 


poor is not a minority group. I'm for 
helping people who are poor. All Viator 
was with me was another rezonlng," he 
said. 


IF IT IS EVER going to catch up with 


builders and land speculators, Arlington 
Heights must develop "hard and fast" 
zoning laws, Lindsey says. The downfall 
of master planning has been that it is 
always two, three or five years behind 
what's actually taking place. 


"What we should have done, and can 


still do, is record our future boundaries 
with the county and the'state, and then 
bring in someone to say how we're going 
to zone it. 


"When a builder comes In and says he 


wants to build apartments, we say 'Fine, 
here's the land we have available in Ar- 
lington Heights for apartment building. 
That's the way it's going to be used.' " 


Such a rigid zoning policy would dis- 


courage land speculators and also end 
village land grabbing, he says. 


"The people should make the board of 


trustees stick to it (established zoning). 
Then they can worry about where the 
storm water's going and where the drink- 
ing water's coming from. 


"I've been here five years and never 


lived without water rationing. There's 
something wrong with a system that per- 
mits that to continue." 


Lindsey Is moving to Florida to open a 


new branch of the Tetra Co., a hospital 
supply firm for which he works. 


IT WAS THE 1971 Caucus Party plat- 


form that articulated residents' objec- 
tions to rezoning and eventually resulted 
in the creation of a village planning de- 
partment, says Lindsey, who was chair- 
man of the 1971 Caucus candidate selec- 
tion committee. 


Llndscy's coalition surprised political 


regulars that year by gaining control of 
the Caucus and forcing the formation of 
a second party, the Village Party. 


Although the 1971 Caucus Party suc- 


ceeded In electing only one of its four 
candidates to the village board, the 
moved helped assure Lindsey's forces 
representation on the 1973 Caucus slate. 


This year, without the catalyst that the 


Viator rezoning had provided in 1971, 
there was no split in the Caucus Party 
and its six candidates were able to walk 
into office, a situation, Lindsey says, that 
should not have happened. 


"The Caucus is outmoded and obsolete 


today. A new system of Caucus that 
creates a competitive election between 
two or more slates has to be devised." 


RELYING ON the Democratic and Re- 


publican parties would not be enough to 
insure a contested election, he says, "be- 
cause the Republicans arc so extremely 
strong that anyone who wanted to be 
elected would have to run as Republican, 
whether he were Republican or not." 


Rather, he proposes to split the village 


into two Caucuses — one for the northern 
half of Arlington Heights and one for the 
south — and run the two slates against 
each other, village wide. 


"You're bound to get a mix of candi- 


dates elected that way. It's unlikely that 
one side would elect everybody." 


Other recommendations that Lindsey 


says would strengthen the Caucus are 
elimination of secret interviews with 
prospective candidates and election of 
trustees by geographic district, rather 
than at large. 


"Why not do away with the (candi- 


date) selection committee? Anyone who 
wanted to run would submit an appli- 
cation to the Caucus chairman and then 
campaign, put his credentials before the 
entire village and give the people some- 
thing to vote on at the second Caucus 
meeting. It's a crime when 268 votes 
elect the president of a 70,000 village." 


Jack Walsh, village president, was 


nominated to the office by 268 votes cast 
at the Caucus meeting. 


IF HE WERE not moving from Arling- 


ton Heights, Lindsey says he would have 
waged an independent campaign for vil- 
lage president. 


"I feel I should have run and would 


have run independent, not because the 
Caucus is repulsive to me, but because of 
the time limits (on campaigning)." 


C a u c u s bylaws prohibit "elec-
